THIRTEEN INCHES DEEP IN 
PARTS OF lULINOIS. 


HELPS THE WINTER WHEAT. 


Now York, Dec. 25,—Whipped by a 
forty-eight-mile gale from the North¬ 
east, a real Christmas snowstorm 
swept through Greater New* York to¬ 
night. covering the streets and huu.'^e- 
tops to a depth of more than five Inch¬ 
es. To-morrow* will bring the first oftl- 
clal snow removal of the season, which 
means an expenditure of a vast amount 
of money. But In the grip of the storm 
the city Is not alone, for snows or rains 
were falling to-night almost generally 
throughout the Mississippi Valley 
eastward and as far south as Tennes¬ 
see and North Carolina 


Trains Delayed Mxmy Hours. 

Peoria. 111., Dec. 25.—Every passen¬ 
ger and frelgtit train on a half dozen 
dlfterent lines stiffered delay of from 
two to eight hours this afternoon and 
to-night. freight wreck on the Chi¬ 
cago and Alton at GrcH*n Valley held 
everj’- train for five hours. 

On the Chicago. Peoria and SL Louis 
lines at one time to-nlghl three passen¬ 
ger and two freight train* were stalled 
on the soimo track near .Manltu. A snow 
drift four feet high and a hundrt^l 
yards long held one passenger train 
captive and neither of the others could 
pass around, as there was only a efngie 
track Fifty passengers from 8t- Louis 
had nothing to oat since early morn¬ 
ing until midnight w*hen the stalled 
trains were cxtrlenled after eight 
hours' delay. 

Seven Inches In Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 25.—Snow* w’hlch 
begun falling h*.Te early In the day 
was seven inches deep to-night. Re¬ 
ports from many parts of the State show* 
a snow*fall of morr than ten Inches. 
Rttllrnod traffle generally Is delayed, 
and considerable Interruption to tele, 
graphic service was experienced. 

Virginia Gets Liberal Share. 

Winchester. Va,, Dec. 25.—A heavy 
snowstorm prevails In Virginia, reports 
received showing that the fall of snow* 
iif general from the Potomac Rlvrr 
southward lo I-,exJngton The growing 
wheat crop, which has been suffering 
from lack of moisture, will benefit gen¬ 
erally by the snowfall.

DEATH NOT UNEXPECTED, 


Greenwich, Conn., Deo. 25.—George 
Preston Sheldon, the deposed president 
of the Phenix CFIre) Insurance Com¬ 
pany, of Brooklyn, under Indictment 
for grand larceny In connection with 
financial Irregularities In the company 
recently exposed b>* the State insurance 
department of New York, died at hla 
home here to-day, ignorant of the fact 
that detectives were waiting with ex¬ 
tradition paiiera. ready to lake him 
to New York for trial In the event of 
hla rat»vor>*. 

At the time the affairs of the com¬ 
pany were arraigned In a statement by 
the New York Insurance Department, 
Sheldon lay seriously 111 of ptomaine 
|iolM>nlng and In view of his oondlUon 
details of the invosiigailon and new* 
of hla Indictment were withheld from 
him. He never rallied, and his death, 
which had been expected for several 
weeks, occurred to-day. 

Sheldon hod been president of the 
Phenix iFire) Insurance Company of 
Brooklyn for twenty-one years prior to 
his remo\*al and vsas ono of the most 
prominent residents of the Greenwich. 

The report of tho Investigation made 
by WllUam Hotchkiss, Stale Superin¬ 
tendent of Insurance of New York, lo 
William T. Jerome, DUitrlct Attorney, 
of New York, declared that the com¬ 
pany had for years evaded an official 
Investigation at .Sheldon's dictation and 
that by consent of the directors he hod 
pledged ihe aecoirttle* of the company 
for loans. Sums aggregating $250,000 
had been loaned. It w*as charged, to 
former offleera of the State Insurance 
Dei>artment, Sheldon, It w'as further 
alleged, had ovenlrawn his own salary 
and had used the company’a funds In 
speculation, 

Sheldon was bom In New* York 62 
years ago. and was a graduate of Yale. 
In 1888 he was elected president of the 
Phenix (Fire) Insurance Compony, of 
Brooklyn. A widow*, three daughters 
and two sons survive him

The nature of the m>I 1. a deep allu- 
vial, made It a land of the richest kind 
for the agriculturist, and nature need¬ 
ed but little assistance at the hand of 
mon to bring forth her richest and be*t 
to aupply hi* w’ant*. 

Although not the Indigenous horn* 
of wheal, that being iindoubte;1t>' the 
slope* of the mountain of Luristan and 
the plain of Elam, where sotllemejit* 
of prehistoric harvester* have been 
found. It aoon became the Cornfield par 
excellence of Western Asia, and In lat¬ 
er time* the gmnary of the Persian em¬ 
pire. 

The early Sumerian settlers brought 
wdth them from the home land on the 
east of the Tlgrl* the flr»t element* 
of agriculture and noon the plain.* of 
Lower Chaldea became covered with 
corn field*. One of the oldest inocrip- 
lion* we posses*, that of Manishtu-au. 
King of Kl^'h. which must dale back 
to about B. C. 4000, If not earlier, 1* a 
purely agricultural n-cord and *how* 
that the principle* of Agriculture wer» 
already developed and systematlxed. 
The value of land wa.* e*tlmate<l ou 
com valuation, and the rights of land¬ 
lord and the tenant were clearly de¬ 
fined. Moreover, the ancient record* 
-how that the calender of those early 
Inhabitant.* of t'haldea wa^ ngrlcut- 
luml and startcil from the autumnal 
eqiilnox—the period of the "greater 
harvest."

There w-ere many village* and small 
town* In the flef of the province gtols. 
and their revenue* were colleclcd by 
resident collectors and either romJtted 
to the head city or stored In the local 
jftorehouee. and a very careful aocouiit 
of them sent to headquarters. AJl the 
dues were collected at one time, on "th»» 
day of harvest." When the harv’est 
time came It wa* Indeed a time of bus¬ 
iness pressure, the culmination of tho 
yeor. tho great day of reckoning. Th»* 
deeds whloh have been recovered from 
tho treasures of Uie Babylonian tem¬ 
ple* amply prove this. 

Ei\’er>dhlng became due on tho day 
of hurve.*t. Thus a loam tablet from 
' Nippur says: "Five and a half nhekel*. 
-\ w’htch X borrowid from the Sun-g'xl 
- to the Bun-god he shall pay back with 
the Interest on the day of harvest." All 
emaJI tradesmen were paid at har\'e8t, 
and among them the obliging publican, 
adio had given credit for iKujr during 
the previous monUi* to his customer*. 
All wages wero paid at harvest ilnio.

HOW 200 REPTILES ARE FED. 


Not all *nak#H arc had. sa)*s Raj - 
monil IvTO Ditmars. curator of reptiles 
In I he «Kronx Zoological Garden. On 
the contrary, h© maintains^ says the 
Brooklyn Kagle, that there arc bad 
snakes and good snakes; th« latter kind 
are the ntorv numerous and should be 
protected in spite of the popular preju- 
dlco against thorn. He reailxes that 
there Is a widespread belief that all 
snakes ara slimy, foul, unclean and nia- 
Itclous animnla. ever lying in ambush. 
tO'ltig to sting with poisonous fangs 
every passerby. He says It Is a shame 
tha way theo© graceful and interesUng 
animals have been maUgneiL No doubt 
tho widely circulated story* about the 
mean turn the snake did Mother Bve 
ha* had something to do with It. But 
that wasn't the snake's fault, exactly, 
and a good snake should be lookt^ 
AS a friend of the farmer, and 
the rest of ua says Mr. Ditmars. 

For Instance, there Is the milk snake, 
of which tliere are ssvsral speciravns 
In the snake house at the Bronx Park. 
It got its nantu from being frequently 
fiund In the vicinity of dairies, but it* 
a matter of fact It has no designs on 
the milk, but only wanu to catch the 
mice and enher vermin that frequent 
such places, but with wholly predatory 
designs. 

*'But a snake u a snake," said a 
farm**r to Mr. Diintars. who once dls- 
s^ted a mangled mUk snake lying at 
the roadside. In Its inners the scientist 
found a w'hole brood of young rat* In 
the course of dlgcsUon. But the man 
WM unconvinced that he had killtMl a 
friend. 

Thu same applies to the chicken 
»anak«, w'hich Is'so called from being 
found neai rural henhousea Of course, 
Mr. Ditmars doesn't deny that occa¬ 
sionally on© of ih© specie* had been 
found with the legs of young chicken* 
sticking out of its Jaw*, or with a half 
sucked egg on Its head, hut such cases, 
ho pleads, are mro. The snake has 
come for tho laudable purpose of 
snatching rat* W'hlch hang round the 
chicken coops for wicked purposes. It 
Is only when no rat* are available that 
the cliJcken snake iapsew from virtue 
and makes a dinner of a young broiler 
or sn egg. And snake* are not unlciue 
in this failing, he argues. 




All Kinds of Reptileg. 


_ jer© sr© all kind* of snakes in the 
Bronx reptile house, which I* In eharg© 
of .Mr. Dltmora. In tho vestibule ss 
you enter are exhibited the snakes that 
W found In New Turk, roost of lh©n\ 
harmless. Only the copperhead and 
the rattler are had ones. The first can 
be distinguished by It* haxel brown 
color alth darker broam spou shaped 
like hour gla.ws with the narrow parts 
directly on fop of the back and the wide 
potions down on the pldea. There are 
harmless brown snakes, too, but they 
sr© not marked In this fashion. Of 
course, a rattler Is always to be distin¬ 
guished by the rattle which it sounds 
In plenty of lime to get out of the way. 
If you are quick and not curious enough 
to stop and listen. 

The most common snake In the East¬ 
ern part of the United Rutes la the 
garter snake. There are a great many 
specimens of thi* in the gloss cages of 
the reptile house, and they have been 
captured In the park Itself. Hundreds 
of them are taken ever>' year, but with¬ 
out any signs of decrease. It Is a ver>* 
prolific sped©*. 

In the main hall w'lth a glass roof 
and potted palms reaching to the cell¬ 
ing to make the tropical reptiles at 
home, are exhibited the snakes of the 
world In glass rage# arraiige<l along 
the walls. Doors In tho rear of the 
rage*, lead to a corridor running round 
the outside of the room from which th© 
animals are fed and also taken out 
when occasion arises. There are snakes 
of many Kinds, from the small Texan 
Joint snake, which Is no snake at all. to 
the ngai twenty-seven ri>ot python, 
which lies snoosing all day aAd all 
night, until It decide* it wants to get 
fed once ever>» tw'o weeks or so. Then 
It gdw Itself on the outside of a nice 
live pig or a lamb dt a braoe of rab¬ 
bits. All of w'hlch have to be allv© If 
they are lo find favor before hls ma¬ 
jesty. The python InslsU on doing Its 
own butchering. No beef trust prod- 
ucu for him,

(Xher snake* are rannlbalistlc. which 
lee* not mean that they insist on hav¬ 
ing a misslonsry X^r dinner, as ihs 
w'ord Implies lo tbo comic papers, but 
that they ent other snakes, lu fact, 
the king cobra, the clevsrost of alt 
snake*, according to Mr. Ditmars will 
eat nothing but other snakes. i>om 
Its coav*olutlons on the cedar tree trunk 
It will dart at any live snake as soon 
as It Is put Inside the door. Grabbing 
U by the middle 4<nd Inserting It* poi¬ 
sonous fang*. w*hlch act as hypoder¬ 
mic needles. It kilts it* victim first, 
and then moving the Jaws slowly un¬ 
til the hea^l Is reacheil. It swallow* 
first the head and then the rest fol¬ 
lows as a matter uf course. But the 
keeper* are stilt more rlevsr than thr 
king cobra. In seasons when live 
snake* are scarce, the snake handlers 
first stuff the f<od snake a* full of 
mice and frogs and other foodstuffs ac¬ 
ceptable to the leiro fastldipus native 
snakes, and then feed the whole thing 
to the cobra. It must be said that he 
I* not insistent on the pure food law' 
a* regards adulteration* and labels. He 
ewallowB it all, but then he has a meal 
only OTiiN* u week. 

If It is a p.dsonous reptile that Is 
throw'n Into the cage there it often a 
fight. But th* cobra Is not only im¬ 
mune to its own i^oifon, but also does 
not core one whit for the bites of 
others. 

In the same cage with the king 
cobra is a family of llaards. They 
crawl about th. cage and c»1mb the 
porch of the big right-foot snake as if 
they were the best of neighbor*. Hv 
does not care for lixard meat. But if 
the door In the rear Is opened, or the 
least dUturban.'c h-ard. the king c^bra 
rises, and with the head bslojirecl aloft, 
ll watches that loor ‘ntently as if It 
were hunting In tho jungti*. The 
cobras are particularly fer *oluus and 
after several yean In csplfvlty It U us 
tuspirlou* and alert as the first day It 
came. Yesterday Head Keeper Bnyder 
went behind the wail and p.dced t ie 
brute with a long wire hook. Like a 
fliksh It a'S* all attention and remained 
*0 for the next quarter of an hour. 
He kept the door open for a while, and 
the big snake struck at him with a 
lightning-like dart It did not go quite 
far enough, however, for Mr. Hnyder 
ts an adept In the care of snakes. He 
say* when the cobra Is busy with a 
si he can go In and clean the 
gla.ss In front of the cage.

Handled Like PeU. 

The king cobra is a bad snake, but 
the other kind of wnakos* Mr. Snyder 
j handles as if they were household pet*. 
I In the eastern wing of the building Is a 
1 snake nursery, where rare snakes are 
kept In boxes wtth glass side*. The>* 
.^re set In rows along the wall, and 
|al>ove the snake boxes arc other* con¬ 
taining queer rats and mice. One big

As a market for wild horses Kansas 
rtty lead* the world. The mustang sea* 
spn ha* Just elosed at the stetekyards. 
Since last June the range horses have 
been ahlppM here at tl»e rate of about 
2.000 a week. Beveral Hiounand of these 
were caught In traps in the wild horse 
pastures In Nevada, Montana and Wy¬ 
oming. 

The “trap” horse* are the least val- 
imble of the Pange horses. It Is because 
(hey are small, averaging only about 
TOO pounds, and 1>erauee they never can 
be thoroughly tamed. They liave other 
defect#, too, Usually they are lll-pro- 
portloned. with large heads and small 
necks. Many of them hav« deformed 
leg*, the result of Injuries received In 
jumping off rocky ledges. These timid 
animals are atmuat as daring as moun¬ 
tain aherp in leaping ivhen they are 
pursued by hunter*. The trap horses 
sell here In carload lots at $5 to $10 a 
head. Sometimes picked carload lota 
sell for $26 a head. 

The mustang* are not strong enough 
to pull hea\*y loads and (hey are used 
principally In ''light llrer>*.“ The runtl 
letter carriers usa them and the country 
livery bams. The Arkansa.'c farmers 
buy them nifio. 

'The mustang* In captivity nr# stillcn 
nnd broken In spirit,'' a horse dealer 
said. They are heart broken when they 
reach tha market nnd that la one reason 
they do not make serviceable work¬ 
horses. It dccrea.*©* their value." 

A. B. ('lark, a cowboy of .Miles Ulty, 
Moni , was the flmt to conceive th© 
idea of trapping the mustung* and 
shipping them to tho Kartem market*. 
Ho began to ship the w*lld liorsrs In 


traJnl.MuU alKuit 1$$5. “gcaluers" at 
the liUMem markets bought the mus¬ 
tangs in i*arlocul lots and tot>k them 
Into the rural districts and *old them 
at aurttun to the farmers at $30 lo $60 
a head. 

Two other men began to deni In wild 
horses on a large arale In IWO—K. W 
Anspuch. of Knoxville. la., nnd Geoffa 
Amos, of Itoston. Mats. They bought 
the homes fr<»m the trappers at $i to 
$10 a head. Mr Anfmach l.s the prin¬ 
cipal dealer In rang© norsea now at the 
atockj*ard#. Hls son, Timothy Anspneh. 
also Is an exp.ri m Judging Wcstsin 
boi*se*. 

It always bas l>cen a problem how 
to trap the w'lUl horses. They miuit he 
captured in herds If horse trap|>«‘rs aro 
to rnako a profif Thl*» has been best 
acmmpllahed by fencing the wittering 
places In the summer After Ihty have 
gone without water fur several days a 
section of ths fence la removed and 
lha horsvs' thirst drives them Into the 
trap. 

Kimietlmea bands of wild horsas are 
pursued by relays of mounted riders 
until they are ©xhtiur:'*d and can he 
lassoed The retnurkuble endunuu'© of 
the mustangs makes this method unde, 
slmblv. Another plan is to build 
stockailes ahn**# the mouth of a moun¬ 
tain pa©s and then drivf: the horses 
into the trap. Canvas corrals have l^n 
used with success

Although Mrs. Ingles was treated with 
jmiaual conskSerstlon owing to her tact 
and resoiirvefulners. a fate worse than 
.li^ath awaltM her. so she resolved to es¬ 
cape and make her way home, if pos- 
elWe, An old Dutch woman, ooptured 
In Pennsylvania, was the only other w’om- 
sn In the camp. She pereistenly refused 
to accompany Mrs. iRgles, but. dreading 
to be left alone with the Mv*sges. she at 
eegth consented It seemed an almost 
ivpeleas undertaking There were no 
roads, no guides. Death by starvation 
or exposure, by wild beasts or wild In¬ 
dians. threatened Yet. appalling os were 
these conditions, they were as natight 
conirorod to the terrible ordeal that con¬ 
fronted Mrs Inglea. 

She must leave behind the little child 
bom to her in the wildemese. There was 
no alternative. The child w'ould soon 
perish from the hardships of the way. 
while Its crlee would expose them, so 
with only a blanket and tomahawk apiece 
and the scant clothing they wore, Mrs 
Ingles and the old Dutch woman set out 
on their Journey. For forty-two days both 
women traveled through the vast and 
boundlees forest, subsisting on grapes, 
nuts and berries, crooslng rivers and ra¬ 
vines, and suffering Incredible hardships. 
When, by almost superhuman effort, they 
finally did reach their home, they w«»re 
completely exhausted, and many weeks 
passed before either of them recovered. 

Ten years elapsed before Wllijaro and 
Mery Inglea could learn aught of their 


lost children, which was a constant grief 
to them, though four more llitlo ones 
came to the cabin and they prospered 
In all things else. It w'ss finally learned 
that only Ihomaa survived, and so fond 
was he of his Indian friends and of the 
Indian life that three more years passed 
and several trips had to be made to his 
Indian home before he could be induced 
to return to New River He was In h!t 
seventeenth year, having lived among the 
Indians thirteen years. In dress, speech, 
manners and tastes he was a veiitable 
redskin, and never completely outgrew 
the effects of hla Indian training. 

After learning to speak English Thomas 
Ingles attended a boys’ school In Albe- 
n»arle. his father Intrusting hla eJucatton 
to his friend.

VOLTA’S WORK. 


I Electric News.) 

perhaps the moat familiar of all worda 
In electrical phraseology Is the uv,nl 
“volt.” which msans tho unit of electrical 
Dress^e or poi**ntlal. The name volt Is 
mven to this unit In honor of Alexander 
Volta the famoua Italian scientist, who 
experimented with elerirlolty more thon a 

^*Alcxander Volta was born In Como. 
Italy, In il745. In 1774 he waa appointed 
nrofrssor of physics In the Gymnaalum of 
Como, in 173 he was given the chair of 
nhysics st Pavla and In 1791 rei-elved the 
Copley medal of the Royal Society, in 
Napoleon caU«»d hln» to Paris to sh<»w 
his cxp'^rlments on conlan cIiK-tricIty and 
a medal was struck In hla honor. In IMS 
the Emperor of Austria made him direc¬ 
tor of philosophy of Padua, lie died In 
the year 1837. 

It waa Volta who dhKOvered that elec¬ 
tricity could be produced by cltemlcal ac- 
Hon and he bulU the first electric genera¬ 
tor consisting of plates of copper and 
xtnr arrangeil aliernotely one above the 
Ollier and separatrd by a liquid capable 
of rondurllng cle<’iricUy. This batterv 
was called the v«»ltalo pile. In honor of 
Its mventor The pMe or battery so made 
waa capable of producing a constant flow 
,,f electricity. Previous to this Ualvani 
ttsd toadr* hla famous frng leg expert- 
ments, noting the muscular contractions 
of the leg when brought In contact with 
Iron ID assumed that this strange ptie- 
iN.jvVnon was caused by a vital fluid 
x>wing out of the nrrves of tn© f^og 
through Iho iron. Volta at first believed 
this to hr suberquent expen- 

nwnts convinced him that it wa* nothing 
but a new form of electricity caused by 
chemical action. 

Out of these pxiremely simple experi¬ 
ments grew the first chemh.al battery. 
wU\‘h differwl but slightly from the wet 
and dry batlerlra of the commercial world 
to day which supply ihe current for tele, 
.ihones and telegraphs, almsls. g.is rn- 
xtnea. atitomohlles and u tliounarid other 
things whU'h raqolrv a sutoll current of 
electricity.

KEPT FOXES ALIVB. 

(Korhestar. X, H. rerreapondoni'c Pf Bos¬ 
ton Olobr.) 

Rof'hcNtor’fl champion trapiM»r, Arthur 
T. Horne, of IVM*h»*Nt©r Hill, l?sV b^'cn 
very siicieasful this fall, having rap- 
fured 106 skunks. 61 muskrats sod fls 
foxcp, m fotsi of 196 animals. 

Th# foxes were not dlspatcluxl as noun 
ON I aplured, as early in the fall their ftir 
naa not fit for market, so Ihese animali 
wera kept In caplivlly by Mr. Home un¬ 
til cool weathvr, when they were killed 
and thair skina sent to market. 

It waa an unusual sight to see so many 
foxes In capltlvliy, each with a stout 
Irather collars about his neck. al(acli«Hl 
to which was a chain about five feet 
long, fastt^ued securely to a stake driven 
Into the ground. Each fox hud a keg 
for a house, but the anlmaU did not 
house themselves unless there waa a 
Strong, cold wind or It wan raining. 

Th© foxes were In the yard, and at 
night they barked, calling other foxes, 
•o the family, after rsticing. often listen¬ 
ed to oonoerts that were for from har¬ 
mony. Throughout th© fall scores of peo¬ 
ple visited Mr. Horne’s farm. The skins 
of th© muskrats and skunks, os well ax 
those of the foxes, brought a ir>od price. 

Since he was quite young Mr. Horne 
ha© been engaged In hunting and trap¬ 
ping. When he was only 10 years old an 
old trapper, whom he called Paul, look 
him on hunting trips, carrying the old- 
fashioned gun and lotting tire boy shoot 
whenever there was an opportunity. He 
taught him how to trap and to set the 
traps to aktlfully that even the cunning 
fox a*ould walk right Into them. They 
walk Into them th© second time, for a 
fox that escaped last year was one of 
the first to be caught this fall. 

Mr. Home remarked to a Globe report¬ 
er that once Ihla year he chained two 
foxee too near together. In the morning 
one wa» mlaslng. Ills companion In c^- 
ilvity had gnawed off hts leather collar 


and set him free. Fur buyers from all 
over New England come to Mr. Horne’s 
(arm to examine the skins and bid for 
Ihelr purrhSK©.

Is demonstrat¬ 
ing the Idea of the Woman’s MunlclMl 
I-eague cf .Vew York, that working girls 
may live In this city in homes of their 
own at a cost no greater than living In 
tiall bedroome denuinds. Here bookkeep- 
era, clerks newspaper woikers, stenog¬ 
raphers. trained nurses, shirtwaist mak¬ 
ers, social workors, musical studenu. In¬ 
terior decorators, dressmakers’ ssslscanu 
and students from the nearby Rockefeller 
Institute keep .house In two. three and 
four-room flats, tucked In among regular 
bona fide families, the preoence or the 
tatter being exitecled to retard any almoa- 
phere of femlnlniom. such as Is likely to 
prevail at a woman’s hotel. 

At a rental of from 11.87 to 13 76 each 
a week, these residents enjoy t'omplete 
homes, with steam heat, gaa huiges. sta¬ 
tionary tubs, steam laundry dr)'ers and 
other modern conveiilenrsa Many of the 
glrio prefer to do their own cooking, but 
for ihoee who du not there la Always the 
co-operative dining-room, where luncheon 
may be obtained for 36 cents and dinner 
for 40 cents. 

An Ingenious device Is the rei'eptarle 
used by many of the girls for carrying 
rookmj food from the dining room to their 
own little dining-rooms, there to be 
served in privacy.

The Independence W» the oldest Amw- 
cun war veasel presorvtnir Its original 
limbers and the last of the battleships of 
the line that soiled the seas almost a 
centnry aao. The name Independence 
was flrst mme by a sloop belonginjc to 
the colonial navy. This vessel was de¬ 
stroyed In the Delaware In 1777 to prevent 
Sts capture by the British. 

The preeont Independence w’its the (irtt 
of the leventy-four-gun battleehlus built 
for *eT%ice acainst the fleets of Great 
Britain In the eeoond war with that 
sry. Its keel was laid tn the year 1812 
and It was lannchad tn 1814. In January 
Ilf the following year It salted on Its 
roaldis) cruise for the Mediterranean 8«a. 
liearlnK the flac of Commodore Baln- 
biid^. 

The Inde|>endcn<*e sailed In oompony 
with the frigates United States. Congrese. 
sloop of war Ekie, the brigs Boxer, Chlf- 
fernii, ^relly. Barannc and smeral smaller 
I'MifL At Gibraltar was found the squad¬ 
ron of Oommoiloro Decatur, consisting of 
the frlgati-e 'Guerrlere. Macedonian and 
Obnstelmtlon. 

• • • 

In Formidable Fleet. 

With the joining of these two s^uiad- 
rons—the first formidable fleet ever gnth- 
•red in foreign waters by the United 
Htates, and coming so soon after host 111 
ties aiih Ehigland—w'as a suhlect of con- 
eltlerable chagrin to the British officer*. 
The latter bad clrculatoil the report that 
the Americans were not allowed to build 
shirs of the UtHi, and the lordly propor¬ 
tion* of the Indcpemlencc were sufficient 
lontndictiqn. 

War had boon declared against Algeria 
snd ihe Independence took tiart with the 
other vessel.* of the Amerfran navy in 
blockading Uie porta of that Power and 
btlnglng the war to a successful close. 

The only vessete left of this great fleet 
ere the Independence snd Oonstollntlun. 
w^hioh la being used as a recruiting ahlp 
At Newport, K. I. 

Upon the return of the Independence 
from foreign waters It acted as guard 
ship to Boston harbor until 1819. In 1836 
ft was reduced from three decks to two, 
carrying fifty-four gun*, and antled for 
I'hirope as the flagship ef Commodor** 
NIchclson. with Qforge Dallas, who wan 
the Minister to Russia from the I'nlte^l 
Htates. on boanlf On this trip ail record* 
for epeed were broken between New York 
and Cronsladt.

Popular Cbmmander. 


Independence wa.* converted Into a re¬ 
ceiving ship for the United States navy 
at More Is&nd. 

The present commander of this relic 
of what warships were a hundred years 
ago Is C^nt. Jonn B. Milton, who sailed 
the seas for forty-four years, and bears 
the reputation of being the most popular 
officer tlmt has ever been stationed on 
the old warrior, 

OLD LAW CITED. 


(Mlddlesboro. Maes.. Special to Boston 
Globe.) 

A law enacted In 1898, and 'which Is 
still on the statute books of Massachu¬ 
setts, had a bearing on a case In the Dis¬ 
trict Court to-day. Judge Washburn ob- 
•er\*ed that It was about time some of 
the old laws were removed from the 
books and w'orklng ones substituted. 

Robert Slepser was In court charged 
with the larceny of a dog valued at 
$75 from Harrison W. Atwood. Atwood 
said bis dog disappeared about the mid¬ 
dle of November, and three weeks later 
It was found at Slesser's house. He 
talked with Slesser about Us return 
and Slesser wanted |6 charges. 

Mr. Atwood then consulted the police 
and Slesser was arrested after a lively 
scene hod been etiacted at his form. In¬ 
cidental to which a revolver was pulled 
by Chief Swift after Slesser, it Is alleged, 
sent his son to the house to get his shot¬ 
gun. 

Sieseer claimed he advertised the find¬ 
ing of the dog In a local paper and show* 
ed copies of the ad. He contended that 
he should receive pay for hts trouble. 
In looking up the law Judge Washburn 
found that In addition to the newspaper 
advertising Slesser should have filed a 
description of the dog with the town 
cltrk and should have also posted the 
description In two public places. This 
was not done. 

Judge tVashbum said probably ninety 
of every lOo people in town would have 
considered the newspaper advertising 
auffirient. and he thought Slesser acted 
In good faith. 

Slesser was denied compensation and 
discharged. The dog was taken on a 
search warrant by Chief Swift and Is 
now In poseesalon of hts owner. 

Judge Washburn also called attention 
to the fact that Atwood was liable for 
not having the collar on his dog marked 
with the licenM number and the own¬ 
er's name.

CART BEFORE THE HORSE. 

(Philadelphia Special to Kansas City 
Star.) 

The new locomotives of the Mallet ar¬ 
ticulated compound type for the South¬ 
ern Pacific railroad are so \ong that if 
used In the ordinary way the engineer 
would have difficulty getting a good view 
of the track In front of him. So. to ob- 
vtale the difficulty, the builders have 
placed the cart before the horfo. as it 
werxf, and are building the locomotives 
to run backward with the tender attach¬ 
ed to the pilot. Th^ fifteen locomotives 
thus oonstiuctod are oil burners, as thl^ 
arrangement would not be possible with 
cosJ-bumlng engines of that type. 

A bumper supporting a stub pilot and 
pilot coupler Is secured to the main 
frame brace Just under the cab. The cab. 
which Is entirely Inclosed, 1* fitted with 
sliding windows and la entered through 
side doors reached by suitable ladders. 
The cab fixtures arc located within easy 
reach of the englncman, who occupies 
the light side of the cab, looking ahead.

cases “Where children bad b<?en branded 
as bad by the world, and were really 
only the victims of clrcumstancea. they 
formed a compact to extend their w’ork 
so that they might take a ray of hope 
Into as many lives ,os posslblo and 
to show these boys and girls thia the 
w'orld Is willing to help them If they 
will do their part. It was from these 
resolutions that the *Two-Member 
Doll Society** sprung. 

About three months ago they 
began collecting dolls, candles, etc. 
The w’ay that the fttccs of 300 Ilttlo 
people brightened yesterday morning 
when they found that Santa Claus Imd 
visited them attested the miccess that 
the two women had achieved. 

Of course the men who agreed to 
help the Two-Mtunber Doll Society were 
not required to dress a doll, but they 
were relieved of several good American 
dollars and told that the women would 
attend to the pureshatea. Some men, 
however, w'ent to the stores and pur¬ 
chased the dolls and then took them 
to the women to be dressed. In all the 
two women secured 212 dolls of all 
sorts and description.* and women 
friends of Miss Price and Mrs. Bain 
attended to the matter of dress for 
the dolls. 

When these 212 dolls w'cre all ar¬ 
ranged In a real doll show In Uuyoffice 
of the Juvenile Court Thursday after¬ 
noon they presented a sight that would 


not only have delighted the heart of 
any little girl, but one that made those 
who visited the show feel how much 
can bo dono to make Christmas truly 
a day of cheer. There were little dolls 
and big dolls, white dolls and negro 
dolls. Some were attired In bridal 
robes. Others wore the gray dress and 
spotless kerchief of nurse. 

Miss Price and Mrs. Bain played 
Santa CUaus on Thursday instead of 
Christmas eve. They secured one of 
the police automobiles In which to make 
their trips about tow'n. They began 
early in the morning and long after It 
had grown dark they w’ere still flitting 
here and there where Chrlaltmas Is most 
unknown, making hearts glad and 
spreading the spirit of good will.

Little Chance To Get In Any 
of English Palaces. 


DOUBLE SENTBEES. FOUCEMEN 
AND DETECTIVES. 


EXTRA PBECAUTTCNS WHEN 
OTHER RULERS VISIT. 


KEEPING TAB ON TREASURES. 


Fbr an unauthorised p(;T8on to gain 
an entrance Into one of King Edw'ard's 
palaces is nearly an Impossibility. It 
has been done, but the number of times 
could be almost counted on the fingers 
of a hand, soys the London Dally MalL 

Within the walls of Windsor U^astla 
are treasures of priceless ralue, and 
even if the court is not In residence 
no one cait enter wlihout hla presence 
being known to the police. 

Although the roy^al realdoncei are so 
well guarded at all times the guard 
Is strongest when a foreign sover¬ 
eign pays a State visit to this coun¬ 
try. Then almost every other man hi 
a detective within a mile or two of 
Windsor Caetle, and no one who la not 
W'oll known luts the slightest chance 
of gettliig within eaay reach of the 
royal apartments. 

When the king la In residence at 
Wlndtor the guards are doubled. In¬ 
stead of one man marching up and 
down with bayonet fixed between sen¬ 
try box and sentry box, there are two. 

Tlien there are metropolitan police¬ 
men on duty at each gateway, as well 
as royal gatekeepers In scarlet and gold 
livcrj’. In addition to that there are 
plain clothes detectives and night 
watchmen. 

A lunatic Mdom geu further than 


Heniy VIIl.'s gateway, at Windsor. *rhe 
lltUa police office Is Just JuslUe tlu\ 
gate, and here Is officially recorded ev¬ 
ery day anything of note that takes 
place within the precincts of the castle. 

A few )*nrds Inside the gateway are 
also the quarters of the officer who Is 
in command of the castle guard. Tele¬ 
phones are Installed all over the castle, 
and the different entrances are con¬ 
nected with the main awitchboord, 
near the equerries* entrance. 

If a paper knife were taken out of 
tho comia to-day It would be missed 
to-morrow. Every* treasure and piece 
of furniture In Windsor (2aatli 1* en¬ 
tered lato huge books, and photo- 
graphM are kept of all the most valu¬ 
able articles. 

The sentries wero always provided 
w'Lth ball cartridge until a guardsman 
fired three bullets Into a stone ele¬ 
phant on the east ten*Bce of Windsor 
Castle, w'hldh he mistook fona ghost In 
the mists of tho early morning. Now 
they have to depend on their bayonets. 

It is very' seldom that thefts take 
place at royal residences. The police 
have power to search all bags and par¬ 
cels being conveyed from the royal 
tialaces. Many years ogo a sentry at 
Windsor (Jostle managed to hook dow*n 
a t-aluablo gold w'utch and chain from 
one of the royal apartments with hla 
bayonet on tho end of his rlfie. but he 
waa quickly found out and punished,

In Case of Fire. 


A n4ght watchman goes on duty in- 
alde the castle at Windsor every night 
and comes off in Uie morning. In case 
of firt he would at once give the aJanii. 
and In a vei*y few momenta the royal 
firemen and castle guard would he on 
the spot, and all entrances w’ould he 
cloaod and guaj*1ed. *rho same sy'stem 
prevails at the chief of the other royal 
realdences. 

There u«yl to be sentries at Frog- 
more in the early part of the last 
century, but there are none now*. 
Among the mausoleum at Frogmon*. 
where Queen Victoria's remains reijoae, 
the metropolitan police are on duty all 
through the twenty-four hours. 

The penalty for a soldier falling to 
perform his duty when on guard out¬ 
side royal renldcncee Is ao severe that 
there are very few* cases Indeed on rec¬ 
ord of men ha>ing to be taken off their 
posts. 

Two hours on and four hours off 


duty are the allotted limes in the 
.twenty-four hours* round, and men aro 
very’ seldom discovered ai^lecp When 
the court is In rvaldcnio at the chief 
roynl palaces the strain of dulv is very 
severe at times. 

The royal household police, of course, 
take turns at night and day du*or, an<l 
when ImjKjrtant functions are on they 
have a very busy time. 

lu addition to the soldiers, police and 
detecilvea, there are, of course, the 
royal sorvanAa and lodge keep ?ri, who 
know a stranger at once. 

Even If a Tfsitor gtts through iho 
ntrong cordon around royal n sldences 
he w*ould still hove to face the six-foot 
footmen In «cark< and gold, who K^t 
just Inside the chief cntrarurcs. Near 
at their hand Is a telephone, and If 
they have the Wast ru!:*pl(ion of a vi*-‘ 
Itor the police are acquainted In a trice. 

A stranger w'ould luive the greatest 
difficulty, even if he successfully eluded 
the hall porter, to find hi.* way about 
such buildings as Windsor Castle and 
Buckingham Palace. 

WOULD ABOLISH AUTO HORN. 

(Letter to New York H^-rsliLi 

*rhe authorities who are endeavoring 
to minimize the possibility of accidents 
due to rareless automobile driving by 
enacting law* to punish a driver se¬ 
verely If guilty of such carelcssnesa or 
ignoring entirely tho old theory that 
the best way to prevent carelessness Is 
to discover the cause and remove It 

The vast majority of accidents are 
the direct result of the chauffeur con¬ 
sidering that he has tho right of w*ay. 
There Is but one rc.ison for this de¬ 
velopment, and it lies In the f.irt that 
from the beginning the aptomobllc has 
been furnished with sorh^ fi*riii of de¬ 
vice whloh makes for the 

driver to sound a warning of hU ap¬ 
proach. 

The remarkably perfect control which 
may be exerted over a cur U Ignored 
or forgotten, for the driver has become 
accuatomed to seeing liis w*ay cleared 
at the sound of hla horn. Hv l>econi«a 
careless qnd the accident comes sooner 
or later. 

Without horn. bell, whistle or ratila 
at his command the automobile driver 
w*ould quickly dev^iop a 8«^nse of re¬ 
sponsibility and careless driving would 
be a rare occurrence. It would, there¬ 
fore, seom advloabh- that such leglslo* 
lion be enactM th.at caro'lng or using 
any device for sounding a wanting 
should become a misdemeanor.

Big Saving To State. 


The theory' of the law and of the 
officers appointed to carry out Its pro¬ 
visions is that men wholly unacquaint¬ 
ed with bookkeeping and Ignorant of 
the details of office are elected by the 
people and make many mlstakea in 
the transaction of official business. 
This Ignorance leade to the collect tmi 
of larger fees in some casee and small¬ 
er fees In othem than provided by |;iw 
and often to contracting for supplies 
that will not be needed and thus over¬ 
stocking the offices. In *'lh/r 
lllsgal fees are charged purposely nnd 
with Intent to defrau*! and bidders f«ir 
supplies and county work ora lut la 


In the last few years a large mimber 
of county, city and lownahlp offices 
ha\'e been examined by experts on oom- 
mlsslons whlcth gave them from 26 to 
60 per cent, of the am«.njnts recovered. 
It has been the rule, perhaps, to find 
old r. »n tiTr .irs with the civil cor¬ 
porations which they served and many 
vexatious suits have grown out of 
these Investigations. It hoe been found 
thfit juries ere In sympaithy w4lh the 
offloers rather than with the people and 
In some Insionoes the very fani that 
the expert would receive a largee fee , 
WAS used to show his Interest In the' 
prosecution and rooulted In a verdict ! 
for the »‘fficer. It U believed that men * 
employed by the State, who can have 
no I mere M In the conviction of an 
officer or In proving the ccirrectneM of 
his findings, vrlll have more weight 
with Juries and make recoveries of 
public funds where other exports would 
fnll. in addition to this, there wilt 
hr a saving to the civil oorpomilon. a^* 
the per diem of the accountants would 
bo less than the per cent, paid the ex¬ 
perts.

New Officials Anxious. 


In November last, os were many county 
officers and all of these are urging the 
accounting board to examine the ac¬ 
counts of their predeceosom In order 
ihaf they may know that the offices 
are frfe from complications before they 
enter upon their duties. Many of the 
denoands for Immediate examination 
come. thert‘fore. not from the pe«>ple, 
who suspect gr^. but from men who 
have Just been elected to office and 
wont to know the conditions of the 
offices for which they ore to be re¬ 
sponsible. As towmdUp trustees are. 
as a rule, selected from the forming 
dsns and know practically nothing 
about bookkeeping, their accounts are 
frequently badly tangled, though It la 
apparent that no diwonesty has been 
attempted. The now trustees taXe of¬ 
fice on January 1 and the books of their 
predecessors will be the first examined 
unless some emergency interferes with 
the av>rk.

Largely Educational. 


New township trustees were elected 


in addition to ferreting out abuses 
and svf King to prevent graft, the work 
of thf* new accounting board Is to be 
largely educational. In connection 
with U a system of uniform account¬ 
ing f'>r all public offices has been de- 
vlsffl and books and forms to be used 
In kr*T>lng records and making reports 
have been prepared and aJl offirera will 
bo required to adhere to thorn. The 


examiners will be requlr^ to instru. i 
the officers in the new forms nod 
whore the officers are not familiar with 
bookkeeping, as In cases of towmshlp 
trualeea. the examiners will instruct 
them. The whole s>'atem. working to- 
I gether In all Its parts. Is not only ex¬ 
pected to minimize gntG. but to pre 
1 vent* those mistakes that gepav ^'*1 
Ignorance and In recent years haw 
caused so much trouble in the minor 
offices. 

The State authorities nPongnlze that 
the examiners aill meet with nrUlny 
temptations from men lo office who 
are conscious f>f wr ngdung spd rr-uH 
I care has been exercised In the selec¬ 
tion of the men who will be sent out 
, oveT the Stale. The>’ oome from all 
the counties and the work of selection 
has been a tedious one because so 
many appiloonts have been rejected. 
The men selected are divided equally 
between the two partis, but coo tvH be 
said to be politicians, the aim being 
to have both parties represented, but at 
the Mune lime avoid portlaanahlp where 
It might Interfere vdth efficJency.

IS DYING DENIED. 


Michigan City. Iml., Dec 25.—The 
story that Ray l.Amphere. of Qulnneaa 
Tome, I* dying In the Riatc prison is 
untrue.

The Campaign For Pure Milk. 

Rtate, dty and county health oflflcers 
ore taking a firm stand In ihe^ matter 
.of securing a pura milk sui>ply for 
, Loutsxille. It Is encouraging to note 
that St a conference of thc.se oIBcijla 
on FYlday U wa# announced that many 
of the dairjmen In Kentucky and In 
Indiana were willing to rubmlt their 
herds to the tuberculin teat. Another 
encouraging feature of the conference 
.“waa the presence of a number of 
veterinarians who pledged their aid to 
the health olhcars In their erK!ea\<or to 
enforcft the pyre milk laws end ordi- 
rances. 

A hlH win be presented before the 
pext legislature for the purp-'me of 
giving reimbursement li dairymen 
whose c#H*s are condemned to be killed 
SL 5 a consequence of the tuberculin lest. 
This bill was ludomed by the confer¬ 
ence of health omclals. It will provide 
for oompensatlon to the extent of 70 
per cent, of the value of the nsilmAl 
killed. It is probable that the dairy¬ 
men would accept the regulations with 
rnori* grace If they had the assurance 
of remuneration In the i>roportlon sug- 
g^'Sted, but It Is* doubtful If the Legis¬ 
lature would place the oom|>en»atlon at 
so high «*per cent. 

The Jefferson Oninly Fiscal Court 
cun give material aid to the pure milk 
campaign by maKjng the appropriation 
the health otflotala desire for the pur¬ 
pose of contftiulng and completing the 
aork of testing the herds In JefTerson 
county. It U neither right nor senalbls 
MlMt this work fih<iuld be halted or 
Impeded. The health officers of diy, 
orjunty and 8talc are acting with a 
unanimity that pnonlses good results. 
They should ndt lack financial or 
moral support In the lmp«>rlant en¬ 
deavor they have imteriul t^von. 


Another Indian Aaaaaaination. 

The assassinatkm of the BHtish chief 
muglstrate of In the Bombay 

presUlency, the political dl\iston In 
which an attempt wa** Tc'ently made to 
explode a bomtf under the carrUge of 
l»rd and Lady Mtoto. draws attention 
again to the apparent growth of sedi¬ 
tious spirit In India. 

The chief cause of the ‘'unrest*' Is 
supposed to have been renfoved by the 
Morley refonn scheme under which the 
natives are to be allowed to participate 
to a grotiter extent In the government 
of their,eountr>'. yet sedltloua literature 
•kerns to be as widely circulated In 
India now as it was before the conces¬ 
sions were made by Great Brltnlfi. 

The New York Tribnne, commenting 
upon conditions In British India a few 
days before the Nasik outrage, had thla 
to eay: 

“It may be that the problrm of Indian 
government has as yet only begun to be 
ootved Beyoml doubt there la a vaot Uaol 
to be done for the improrentent of tlie 
condition of the maaoeti of the people. 
But wb^^n we conumre the condition of 
the (wnpire under me Moguls with that 
• under the British Canipciny. and then 
that under the company with that under 
the rrowfi. It muid be cheerfully teal flod 
tliat extraordinary advarKv*ntant has b*en 
made, of p character and lo an extent In 
tlie highest denre- creditable to the power 
by which It baa been achieved,** 

Thia Is truo enough from the point 
of view of the Indian—however er¬ 
roneous hIs belief may bedtime, rather 
than th-' British Raj. must bo credited 
with the progress that has been made 
clnce the* days of the Mogul Empire. 
The Indian politician. Stimulated by the 
Arlitlc awakening, obsenant of the 
Tresiernixailon of Japan, smarting un- 
I'rr a cfmditlon which argues the su¬ 
periority of the European over the 
Crlcntnl. argues that there would have 
been as much, or more, Imprnvement of 
the lot of the ftvf'rxgo Indian If the 
country had been left to nils Itself.' 
Hede^dlfies to give Oreai Britain credit 
for the advancement to which she 
points as proof <if the benignity of Brit¬ 
ish rule. 

Emperor Akbar began hls^reign dur¬ 
ing that of gtici-n Elisabeth In Eng- 
land. Many e\*eni8 have taken place 
In sundry rounirtes since then. The 
Indian does not believe that his Ibun- 
try owes what little progress It has 
mAde to the helping hand of an alien 
Power. Among recent events was the 
w»ar between Japan and Russia, which, 
to the Oriental mind, challengeiVlf It

Sympathy, a poor solace, yet the 
only one that may be offered to any¬ 
one who has suffered a bereavement, 
goes out to .Samuel L. Clemons, whose 
daughter'^ death la reported In dia- 
patohea from Redding. . 

To be enriched with the gift of hu-* 
mar Is rare goijd fortune in IhU world 
W’herc every life has Its burden of oor- 
row*, great or amoll. and w'here every 
nature not warped Into utter mlaan- 
ihropy turns tow’ard laughter and 
light aa the hellanthua turns toward 
the sun. 

“A sense 6f duty made men slaves to 
be; 

A sense of humor came and sot them 
free.*' 

Humor Is the buffer that lessens the 
Impact of misfortune, and lightens the 
weight of can? and reapunalblllty. It 
provides for the hard-pressed, the hum¬ 
ble, the unfortunate, the respite of a 
lethal InioxloaLion when If cornea from 
an outside source. Those of us who are 
wlth<*ul unfallliig humor w*Uhln our- 
seh*ea should study our humorisla more 
and our hlatorians and muok-raker^ 
less, and let the dust (^llect upon Lha 
volumes wrttten by the h'alf-wli phll- 
OKOphera whose boasted pessimism, 
rather than the optimism at which they 
snc^. is the blatancy of shailowiiasB. 
In tnis way we may acquire a saving 
and wholesome sense of humor more 
valuable aa the foundation of apprnxl- 
maco contentment than the wisdom of 
the ancients or tho unw'lsdom of those 
moderns whooe flippant cynicism Is 
gainful to the vender rather than to 
the reader. 

To those who write the nation's 
lasting songB the average man Is more 
indebted than he Is to those who make 
the nation's shirting laws. And to those 
who write madrigals, or even limericks, 
the worid owes a del t of gratitude. 
The humoristic philosopher of the men¬ 
tal brendth^nnd depth of Mark Twain, 
and of hlir literary calibre and prod¬ 
uctivity, is a phitdnthrop4st In the 
highest sense of the term. He Is a 
greater’benefactor than the mere rich 
man who does his Utile best to lessen 
suffering by building hospitals or asy¬ 
lums. ^ 

Students of sociology earnestly dls- 
cuoa the curlously-vexcd problem of 
pnicilcat charity, and honeotly dls- 
agree as to the value of this or that 
gicthod of distributing a portion of a 
superfluous Income so that actual good 
may result. Great magnatea who give 
with the best Intentions may or may 
not succeed In ameliorating the condi¬ 
tions they seek to relieve Oreat writ¬ 
ers have the good fortune to be able 
to confer lasting benefits upon the 
human family.

111. might take the hint. Another than 
Thomas Jefferson might have written 
tho Dcrijfratlon of Independence which 
Sf»me of our smart modem dilettanti 
regard as had rhetoric, although It 
still seeml. in the light of cause and 
effect, ft good, red-blooded human d<jc. 
ument; ahother than George Washing¬ 
ton might have endured the frosts of 
Valley Forge and cornered Cornwallis 
at Yorktown; others, less brilliant per. 
haps, would have done Ihe w*ork that 
fell to the lot of Lincoln and Grant,

Churchloaa GhrUtiaxilty. 

A new kind of Christianity seems to 
be springing up in Japan. The recent 
Protestant Semi-centennial Conference 
In Toklo leads a Japanese CJirlotlan to 
wfite a card for a new'spaper of hU 
country speaking somewhat critically 
of the conference, “participated In by 
missionaries, their converts and well- 
wishers.** and drawing a distinction be¬ 
tween the missionary movement and 
the grow'th of what he describes as 
Christianity “aa a family religion.** 

The Christian missionaries have been 
conducting a crusade for the supplan- 
tatlon of Buddhism. Shintoism. Con¬ 
fucianism and Irrellglon. each of which 
has Its advocates In Japan. 

••We must not forget,** says the Jap¬ 
anese critic of .the missionary move¬ 
ment, “that there are hundreds and 
thousands of Christians In Japan who 
have nothing to do 'with missionaries, 
and who naturally, and on that ac¬ 
count. refuse to have anything to do 
with such a conference. That there 
are Christians In fhls \ country who 
were not converted by missionaries or 
their agents, and who, without belong¬ 
ing to any church and know'lng noth¬ 
ing of dogmas or sacraments and cc- 
clenlastlcal ordem, are yet devout l>e- 
lievers In God and Chri.at. Is a fact 
very little known.** 

There Is, upon the authority of this 
writer, Mr. Ksnio I'ohimura. of To- 
kio, plenty of Christianity outside* of 
churrheis and it is taking hold of the 
Japanese far more strongly than mls- 
slonaiies' Imagine. ^ 

Light ux>on the views of Orientals— 
or St least of an Oriental who prob¬ 
ably represents a conslderablt class In 
a countr>’ where Confucianism exlsi< 
ing as a system of moral Instruction 
apart from eccteaiastlcal Institution 
has influenced religious thought even 
where other religions are the acknowl- 
edged faith—Is shed by the following 
atatoment: 

“The Western Idea that a religion mual 
show Itself In an organIseci form before U 
can be recognised aq a religion at all, Js 
alien to the Japanese mind. With us. re¬ 
ligion la more a family affair than na- 
ttosat or social, as is shown by the strong 
hold that Confudanlsm has had upon ua. 
without showing Itself in any orgsntscil 
•ocletlee and movements. And I am confi¬ 
dent that Christianity la now. slowly but 
•taadll)% taking the place of Confucianism 
as the family religion of the Japanese. 
And. as a family religion, it has no use 
whatever for settled dogmas and offlrlal 
ceremonies conducteki by licensed mlnls- 
a. Indeed. I can cite m number of coses 
where Christianity has been adopted In 
this form by my countrymen. To stigma- 
tlxe such a form of Christian belief as er¬ 
ratic and rebellious la to speak against 
the vary genius of the Japanese. As far 
as 1 see, Christianity la making progress 
In this country far ahead of mlsslonsrlesi. 

“This new form of Christianity adopted 
by my countrymen Is neither Ortiiodox 
nor Unitarian. These are tarme which 
look their origin In the West as the re¬ 
sult of heated discussions upon questions 
w'htch we know have little or nothing to 
do a*lth us. We go to Jesus of Nagareth 
directly, and aim to lU’e and be made 
like Him. And having Him as our Ideal, 
we hate ‘demonatmtlona* of all sorts, and 
abhor a conference which nsks for con¬ 
gratulations from a Prince and s Marquis 
and a Count and a Mayor. And 1 am 
confldent that In making this statement. 
I voice ft sentiment of many, both known 
and unknown to me, who are disciples of 
Chris! without having any connorilon 
with so-called ‘churches.* ** 

This reported adoption of Christian¬ 
ity as ft “family religion** Is Interesting. 
It Is conceivable that the statement of 
Mr. Urhiniurm may be founded upon 
truth, even if It la an overstatemeof 
fact. If It Is true It would seem to be 
possible for the Christian ralMlonartea 
to at^roach the chufchless Christians 
and convert them to a plan of amalga. 
matlon of Intercsta Falling this pleas¬ 
ant relations might, at leojit, be es¬ 
tablished Surely the Japanese mind is 
logical enough to admit chat mission¬ 
aries flrst brought to the notice of 
Japariesc the opportunity to embrace 
Chiistlaqity. It Is wholly IHogkat 
for the growing body of followers of. 
and Imitators of, Christ, described by 
Mr. Uchimura, to stand aloqf from 
churches and churchmen, and assume 
kn attitude of superiority. In the flnal 
analysis they are Indebted for their 
nea*-found faith to American and 
European missionaries. 


and provide the means of escape for the 
sort of ciimlnahi that ore commonly .so 
called- In America we convict very fea- 
persona for crimes of violence, and the 
result Is that we Imve an exceedingly 
high t>crrentogo of homicides to popu¬ 
lation. The twelve men W'ho solemnly 
swear to discharge their duty under tho 
law, when swam as Juroiw, and who 
corruptly, or weakly, ignore their obli¬ 
gation lo 8ocl€5(y by letting the criminal 
go after his guilt has been p'roven, do 
a good deal more damage In the world 
than the individual whose temporal des¬ 
tiny Is Intrusted to their keeping. 

Jimlce Amldon would be coming 
nearer the solution of the cslme problem 
If he would enlighten the world as to 
how to deal with the criminals who sU 
In Jury boxes to stultify the machinar>* 
of the law and Invito the continuation 
and expansion of high crimes and mis- 
demeanora. Manifestly It will not do to 
demeanors. 

As a rneahe of ojrrlvlng at an end 
Justice Amidon's sanguinary' pro¬ 
gramme would have tho fault of Inef- 
foctlvenemi.

pearls at a cost of 1750.000 for a Chrlat- 
mas gift to hl8 wife has Inspired one 
newspaper writer In Hie East to point 
out soma other Chrfstnios gift's thsit 
the same amount of moi»ey would btiy. 

This 1750.000. according tu the East¬ 
ern STlter, would buy 750,000 dinners 
for fhe poor at u dollar a dinner, h 
sumptuous repast as compared with 
the ordinary clmrity’ meal; It would 
buy 500 homes at $1,600, no: pslatlai 
homca of course, but homes that many 
struggling fomtlles In this country 
would rejoice to ow*i\^lt would buy at 
a raacionabie figure 100.000 winter 
dros se s. 200.000 boys* overcoais or girls* 
cloaks. 150.000 pairs of shoes. 150.000 
men's ulsters or 100.000 suits of clcghee. 

The Eastern w'lilor says 1760.000 
would build a hospital for children or 
a homo for Incurables. He might have 
added that It would build a tubcrcutoels 
sanitarium, or a college, or sevonil 
small schools; that It would endow* 
beds In dosensv of chsiitabie Institu¬ 
tions; that It w'ould form a research 
furvd that might save thousands of 
lives In yesms to come; that would 
build a number of fror libraries; -thal 
It would ^pply a park system for a 
great city; that any man of ordinary 
Intelligence could think of a thousand 
ways In which 1750,000 could have been 
more wisely expended than In buying 
pearl a 

Of course. It is the muUi-mllHonftire's 
own money ajid he has a right to spg^nd 
ff as he pletisea If he saw fit to chuck 
it Into a well or -to cast It Into the sea 
no one could rightfully dispute his 
privilege to do so. But how fooHshly 
he has acted In buying $750,000 w'orth 
of pearls to gratify one family's vanJtJ' 
at fitful intervals and to shine unseen 
In a safety vault the most of the 365 
days of the year. And that, too, when 
he might so eosHy have made himself 
a record as a philanthropist and might 
have acfxmipllehed wi much for the 
good of mankind. 


An Advocate of Slaughter. 

Justice .\mldon. of the United States 
District Court for North Dakota. ad^*o- 
dates the painless execution of crim¬ 
inals and Insane persons as the aclen- 
ttfle solution of the problem of how to 
eliminate crime and do away with the 
taxing business of taking care of In¬ 
curable defectives. 

The New York Times Interpfoies this 
objoctlon: 

“This steady snd progrrsplv# elimina¬ 
tion of capital offenses Is of n kind with 
the eartkr al^sndonment by society of the 
faxhlnn of killing the sick and the sgM 
Remedial and preventive measurea mul- 
llply. more powerful In their Influence 
tlin deterrent example, and give promise 
of l>em*fli even to the most ^eeperste 
i*e*. In the csrs of the Insane the sllen- 
lits are finding that It is not always hs- 
redUy that operates; that toxins In the 
blood may pro*1uce symptoms of insanity 
once thought Inrumhle. but which dtssp. 
p4wr by proper hygienic and medical 
trmiment- 

“lilo much Is being leaxnsd about msn- 
Ul dlseoi^ that it Is utisafo lo say that 
death Is The only remedy. Not much, ft 
Is true, can b# dt^e to reform hardened 
ciimlnala. But they have been made so 
largely by the outrag|ous conditions still 
existing In most of the JalU snd prisons 
of the country, and when thes«> ore remr. 
died and the Influences of probsanm ami 
reform shall have effecUvo opportunity 
the problem of the hardened criminal may 
Itself die by prevention.“ 

There Is also lo be considered the fact 
rti.Nt our most dangerous criminals are 
not those who violate the law by com¬ 
mitting murder or arson or theft, but 
Chose who violate their oath aa Jurors

fights generally have consequences 
In addition, to sore Jawa and the con¬ 
ductor swore out a warrant against 
his Irate passenger, charging him with 
assault and battery. The passenger 
appeared in oourt and. after the prose, 
cubing witnesses were heard, told hla 
story. I'he Judge listened patiently to 
the rccllal and then said; •*I*ve lived 
out on Midilgan avenue longer than 
you; X sympathlie with you; you may 
go." 

Evidently the court Itself had had 
some experience in w'altlng for cars 
and had found that Judges do not look 
different from other men to street mil 
way conductors. At that. It Is doubtful 
If he ever had the experience of the 
dtlxen w'ho w’atched the procession of 
ten rarf go by at a clip that precluded 
all hope of catching one “on the fly.*' 
There are strong grounds for believ¬ 
ing that the long-suffering dtlzen who 
let ten of them get by him without 
shooting a motorman or heaving a 
brick through the window* has made a 
record In waiting for street cars.

Elections There Not Like 
Uncle Sam's Brand. 


VOTE Iir DHTEItENT DISTBJOTS 
ON DOTERENT DAYS. 


DEFEATED IN ONE, T.r.AnTen 
MAY E.UN IN ANOTHER. 


NO HURRY ABOUT THE COUNT. 


Back toward the close of the lust cen- 
iny there was a general election 1?^ Eiig- 
lang. After the flnit day's voting the 
^wa was flashed under the AtlanUc 
mat the LIberaJs were far In the lead. 


naturally concluded that It was all over, 
and that the liberals had won. 

As a matter of fact, this was far 
from the (^e. The Liberals were ahead 
Mjly In the first one of twelve daya of 
(piloting. Two or three days later the 
tide of battle turned. When all of the 
votes In all of the constituencies had 
been counted. It was found that the 
Unionists had a considerable nuijorlty 
in the newly-elected House of Com- 
mona 

“The pollings for the elections will 
^gin January 13 and continue until 
January 24." That Is the way th« ap¬ 
proaching election in England has been 
^oounced. says the Cincinnati Tlmeo- 
otar. In one of the London districts, 
for liistan(.*e. the votes may be counted 
on January IS. in other dlalrlcts the 
election will be held ono or iw6, or a 
dozen, days later. The general elte- 
tiona will not be over until the last vote 
In the last district lias been cast. 

There is a reason for Uils, for al¬ 
though practically every mon in Eng¬ 
land has a vote, many men have more 
than one vole. 'The man who owns 
property is a number qf dlstrlcq^ may 
vole In each one of those distrlctji, If 
he can manage to Iw on hand In each 
on election day. It is not at all unusual 
during an Important general deletion In 
England to see a man of large affairs 
hUfT>*lng desperately about the country 
In order that he may miss none of hla 
numerous chances lo vote. One morn¬ 
ing he may vote In London, where he 
has his town house and his buslnesa 
Immediately after voting he may hus¬ 
tle to a train and in the afternoon vote 
In Cornwall, where he lias a country es¬ 
tate. If he happens to have property 
scattered pretty much ail over England, 
and wants to rote w-hcrever he has the 
right to do so. he will be kept pretty 
busy during the time of the general 
election. There will undoubtedly be a 
lot of plural voting by land ow*ners op¬ 
posed to the budget between the 12ih 
and the 26th of January of next year! 

• • • 

Othor Differences. 


Plural voting and the prolonged gen¬ 
eral elections axe not the only w-ays in 
w'hich English election methods differ 
radically from those of this country. In 
England, for Instopce, U is not at ail 
neoeewaxy for a man running for Par¬ 
liament from a Liverpool district, for 
Instance, to live within many hundreds 
of miles of that dlMriri. He may live 
any place In England, and if be Is 
chosen by the party managers, still 
make his campaign In Lh’erpool. It Is 
far from an unusual thing, for In¬ 
stance. for a prominent leader of one 
of the big parties to bo bcatan during 
the early days of a general election tn 
hIs own district, imly to be returned a 
few days later from an entirely new 
district, Che repref<ntaLlves of his par¬ 
ty In that dlatJirt having kindly with** 
draw’n to kllow* the big man to make 
sure of a seat in Parliament. Both 
Balfour, the present Conservative lead¬ 
er. and Winston C'hurchlll. the enfant 
terrible of the Liberals, have had this 
more or leas unplea-najit experience In 
recent j-eara At the second try a rock- 
r1bbc*d Unionist or IJbexal district—M 
the case may bo—In which succesa is 
practically .«^ure.

“1 was surprised at the Mexican sw©«t- 
inoauc" said a Sen Vorkar Just back 
from Mexico. “I do not think thWe.con 
\*t any fruit or vegetable which Ihev 
do nut candy, preserve in ayrup or coi# 
vert Into Jain. 

“in a queer little pueblo In the State 
of Zacatecas I heard a woman calling 
monotonously, *Clmarronea. calabasaa.' 
Now iheJMi words In English mean aweet 
poiatms and pompkias. She bad a email 
tray, held in place by a leather tnong 
that went around her neck. 

“I crossed the (liosa and asked her for 
five oenu worth of oalabaNos. Kb© piacqd 
several piacea of a sugary yellow nub- 
atam.^ In a paper hag and I realized that 
1 was going to have the experinc# of 
tasting candied pumpkin. 

“If you con imagine pumpkin t»ie 
ft-rtxen nard and Maturated with sugar* you 
can gel an Idea of the flavor of that 
queer confecttmi. One grows to like it 
after one has lived In Mexico for a while. 

“The t Imarrones were also rather ako. 
The sweet poiaioi'S sre bolted In water 
until theygure soft. They are then soaked 
In hut syrup nnd candied. A flnal coating 
of powdered while sugar is added ana 
gives them (he appeoranca of large 
Easter eggs. 

“Beets, carrots, turnips and arllchokes 
are some of the vegetables made^ into 
sweetmeats in Mexico. Tropical fruits 
of eveo' deacrlpllon are also used for 
this purpose, and candled watermelon 
pool Is a great favorlto. 

“The regular stand of the sweetmeat 
venders la on the ptasa. but at night they 
turn out In force around the doors of the 
theaters. A Mexican senortta would not 
enjoy'* the show* unless she had a good 
supidy of her native confe«'tloQa to 
munch. It la her substitute fur ths choc¬ 
olate creams that ^e buy for our matinee 
girls. 

“Last New Tear's eve I was In Nogales, 
a pueblo oq the International line between 
Arizona and the Mexican Htate of Sonora. 
A vaudeville entertainment was being 
given at the little theater, and about 
8 o'clock I strolled over to take In an act 
or two. It was almost Inmsslble to make 
my way to the box ofnre through the 
crowd of peddlers that blocked the street 
and atdewalka, 

“ ’rumpkins. carrots, sweet potaloas. 
smior'* they shouted In ftpanlsk while 
the light from maiiv oil lamps flickered 
over their ware*. 'V'ery cheap. Only 10 
cant* for as much as ^ou can amt.’

by Mr. Kcl]<>gg as tho Oovomment's 
special attorney for the prosecution of 
Mr. Rockefeller's lusty and most be¬ 
loved businosm child. He It Is who is 
planning tho campaign of offense, for 
the Standard, aa usual with It In the 
most Important legal battles In which 
It has ’figured, la decidedly on the de¬ 
fensive. He It Is who will lead the Gov¬ 
ernment forcea Into the thick of the de- 
cisiyfc froy; he It Is who, in fact, will 
not /only direct but fire much of the 
Government's hot shot along the en¬ 
tire lino of battle, and he It la who has 
been doing this sort of work for over 
three years past and will continue to 
do It to the last, because, forsooth, be¬ 
fore he became engaged In this great 
fight he was the Northwest's most fa¬ 
mous corporation lawyer. 

Frank B. Kellogg, sworn enemy of 
the world's most famous corpora¬ 
tion. a corporation lawj'er? Ex¬ 
actly. And 1 repeal, that this 
Is the primary reason of his 
present national fame, garnered os a 
result of his brilliant and perslsteni 
series of battles against the Standard, 
once the Government put him on the 
trail of that company. Here Is the how 
and why of It.

Why Hoosavelt Chose Kellogg. 

There came a time In Theodore 
Boosevelt's career os President of 
these United States when he decided 
that It was high lime to get after the 
Standard Oil with his big stick. This 
decision was no sooner made than he 
set about to look for si>cclaJ counsel 
for the Government to handle the 
case. This and that famous lawyer 
of the East was found to bo retsdned 
by the Standard or In more or leas 
formal alliance with Us legal deport- 
naeni or some of the men promlnont 
in that company. Then there occurred 
to the Preoident the name of Frank 
B. Kellogg, of St. Paul, the man who 
had dinoted the Government's case 
against tho Western Paper Trust, win- 
nlng tt victory that resulted In that 
corporation's dissolution. It had been 
a brilliant victory, and Mr. Rfjosevelt, 
with characterisilc quickness of mind, 
decided upon Mr. Kellogg os the Oov- 
emnicnl’s legal general In the on¬ 
slaught against the Standard. 

"But." exclaimed those of the Presi¬ 
dent's advisors whom he took Into his 
confidence, and probably went through 
the form of consulting. "Kellogg is a 
corporation lawyer." 

"1 don't care If he Is,** was the 
prompt Rooscveltlan rejoinder. **I, 
don’t care if he is. I don't want any¬ 
one os special counsel orho doesn't 
know up to the muxxle. corporation law 
and corporation praetJoes." 

Shortly thereafter Mr. Kellogg was 
given the opportunity of a llfctln%e to 
seise fame, and he promptly snatched 
It. not so much because of the ac¬ 
cruing fame as for the fact that he 
dearly loves a strenuous legal battle 
in which the finest points of the law 
will be brought out to the last dot of 
an *i," the lost cross of a *i." 

The manner In which .Mr. Kellogg ac¬ 
cepted the Oovomment's largo-sixed 
commission to go after the Standard 
Is characteristic of the man. The At¬ 
torney General. Mr. Moody, now on the 
Supreme Court bench, sent for Mr. 
Kellogg, and when the latter hnd ar¬ 
rived at his office, Mr. Moody said: 

".Mr. Kellogg. President Roosevelt Is 
convinced that the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany Is organised in violation .of the 
anti-trust law. He wants you to ac- 
' cept a reUlner as special counsel for 
the Government to bring and conduot 


proceedings against this company. Wlti 
>'OU do It?" 

Mr. Kellogg's eyes glistened with tho 
Vision of great legal battles. 

"Why. of course I will." he replied. In 
that quiet way of his with which so 
many of the countr>*'s leading men have 
Ncome familiar while on tho witness 
stand before the 8t. Paul "trust buster." 

In this Informal manner, and In less 
than five minutes after the proposition 
had been put up to him. this young law¬ 
yer. as professional age is estimated, 
agreetl to cope, single-handed almost, 
against a corporation which Is the big¬ 
gest dividend payer In the world upon 
Its capital, a corporation which was In- 
trenched In Its position through the abil¬ 
ity of the ablest lawyers and was sure 
to he defended by the most profoundly 
hrllllom and learned counsel In the 
United States. 

But Mr. Kellogg did not regard the 
professional task before him as partic¬ 
ularly difficult, probably because, all his 
life long, he had been used to doing a 
full day's work without complaining. Av 
any rale, when he was asked about this 
feature of tho case he replied: "There Is 
the law; now* all 1 have to do Is to show 
how, through the .Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany’s owmershlp of the stock of Inde¬ 
pendent companies It has perfected a 
combination which has power to re¬ 
strain trade, and which does restrain 
trade."

Attorney Oeneral.

His Knowledge of the Standard. 










Ask any well-posted Standard OH man 
what Frank B. Kellogg knows about the 
Standard, and If the Standard man Is 
frank with you, his reply probably will 
be that Mr. Kellogg knows more about 
the methods, history and plans of the 
corporation than anyone else living, 
with the two exceptions of John D.

On trains, while traveling 
thousands of miles to gJMher ammuni¬ 
tion or conduct hearings oere and there, 
he has carried along documents by the 
tninkful, and these he has studied, 
studied, studied, with the patience of the 
traditional chemist bending over his 
lubes containing the unsolved myster¬ 
ies of knows w'hat? He has gone 
to his ofilce, to his home, to the the¬ 
ater. reading up on oil as his automobile 
whirled him through the streets. How 
many gallons of midnight oU (Standard 
brand?) he has burned on his great 
task, heaven end the corner grocer 
alone know; suffice It to say that most 
of his nights since he came into the 
cose have been spent as his do^'s have 
been. In relentless pursuit of evidence 
to use against the enemy. 

"Mr. Kellogg, you must work v'ery 
hard," said an acquaintance to him one 
day as the lawyer was strolling through 
the Peacock Alley of a famous New 
York hotel. 

"No," was the laughing reply. "I did 
all my hard work when 1 w*as preparing 
for Che bar and In my earlier experi¬ 
ences in phocttclng law.

It was when he was a law. partner of 
the late United States Senator Cushman 
R. Davia of Minnesota, that Mr. Kell¬ 
ogg first proved his ability to conduct 
intricate law cases Involving many mil¬ 
lions of dollars. Senator Davla when 
he was helping to negotiate the treaty 
of peace with Spain, was asked by a 
daw>*«r who is now very prominent na¬ 
tionally, where Mr. Kellogg got hla maa- 
teri' of law. 

'^Frank Kellogg." replied the peace 
commissioner, "hNatl every advantage 
w hich goos to the making of a success, 
ful lawyer. In the first place, he was 
bom and spent practically the first de¬ 
cade of hts Ufe In a part of the United 
States which has produced on the 
whole, relatively to the population, a 
greater number of good lawyers than 
any other part, excepting poasibly New 
Hampshire and Eastern Massachu¬ 
setts. 

"That was Potsdam, K Y From 
Upper New York State came Silas 
Wright. WIHjam L Marcy, Preston 
King, Vice President Wheeler, and 
that part of the State has always been 
represented upon the bench of the 
highest court of New York. There Is 
something about the atmosphere of the 
St. Lawrence Valley which Is favorable 
to a rfatlve Inheritance of legal ability. 

"Well, a ttra years before he wa* 
In his teens Frank Kellogg came to 
Minnesota, and that was just after the 
close of the Civil War. We were Just 
beginning to develop the natural re¬ 
sources and the Industries of the State. 
Young Kellogg saw practically all the 
growth of Minnesota from rivH War 
days to the present time, and he was 
a very observing boy. He was first 
brought to my attention when he was 
associated os a young lawyer with 
Richard A. Jones, one of the greatest 
Iaw*yers Minnesota has proiluced. and 
1 WHS very glad to receive him as a 
partner In my law firm." 

When this anecdote was told to a 
dlstlngulsheil American who knew both 
Senator Davis and Mr. Kellogg, he 
smiled and said: 

"Yes. when 'Cush* Davis was study, 
ing Shakespeare, and dreaming lltera. 
ture, and writing and delivering fas¬ 
cinating oratory, Frank Kellogg was 
plunging In the very deeps of corpor- 
ate law. You know. Davis had quite 
a reputation as an International law¬ 
yer. but his partner. Frank Kellogg, 
was quite satisfied while Senator Davis 
was roaming through diplomacy ai 




But during the years that he was 
known chltfiy os a corporation lawyer 
Mr. Kell ‘gg was nothing averse to per¬ 
forming legal tasks somewhat In the 
line of his p^e^en't one. For example, 
there was u sixty-mllllon-doll tr issue 
of Great Northern Railroad stock, and 
the 8ute of .Minnesota^ noting that (here 
W'os a dUpoeltlon on the part of the 
corporation to keep information regard¬ 
ing the purpose of the stock Issue from 
the State, decided to find out the pur¬ 
pose of the Issue. To this end Mr. 
Kellogg was called In as special coun¬ 
sel. and so James J. Hill con boast 
of the distinction of having bc'Cn the 
first man of national reputation to re¬ 
ceive the undivided attention Of Mr. 
Frank Kellogg for llte time being. 

-Through Mr. Hill and his subordinates 
Mr. Kellogg wormed out the fact that 
the Great Northern expected to pul 
tho sixty million dollars Into linpro\*e- 
mento, that the plan was not a stock- 
watering one. 

Since that day Ur. HIH has had an 
Intense admiration for Mr. Kellogg's 
abIHD* and what he has termed the 
latter's straightforward ways. It U 
a curious fact that most of the famous 
men whom Mr. Kellogg has got after In 
law at one time* or another have ad¬ 
mired both his ability and his way of 
gojng at thlng.s. As special counsel 
fnr the Interstate Commerce Conimls- 
ston In Its Investigation of the Harrl- 
man railroads, Mr. Kellogg put Mr. 
Harriman on the stand. Tense and at 
times almost dramatic was the duel 
that followed betw'een these two wlr>*. 
ner>*ous men of keen intellects. But 
when the smoke of the contest had 
cleared away, when Mr. Harriman knew 
that Mr. Kellogg had made him say 
things that he did not want to say, 
Mr. Harriman displayed hU admim- 
tlon for his antagonist In the remark: 
"1 wish rd had that man on my side."

Ten years after he was admitted to 
the bar young Mr. Kellogg became a 
law yanwr of Cushman Davis.

Davis was occupied with 
politics his partner was bringing him¬ 
self to the attention of the great cor¬ 
porate interests, and when he was only 
35 it began to be said of him that In 
all the Northwest there was no mofe 
profound niastgr of corporation law 
than Frank Kellogg. His hair even 
then was beginning to turn silvery 
white, nut from overwork or any in¬

In all his fight on the Standard Mr. 
Kfllogg has had as a most valuable 
assistant his law partner. Cordenio A. 
Severance. For Mr. Kellogg Mr. S«'V- 
eranee has spent many weary hours In 
arranging testimony and sifting It. he 
having a special facility for work of 
this sort. But his has been work that 
has not brought him into the public eye 
in connection with the Standard Oil 
fi|tht to any great extent, though what 
he hns done and la doing has been of 
the utmost importance to the Gm'ern- 
ment'B side of the cose. The Govern¬ 
ment some time since showed its ap¬ 
preciation of Mr. Severance's services 
by placing him In charge of the pend¬ 
ing suit against the Union Pacific and 
other Harriman railroads in the South- 
w’est, whose object Is to dissolve the 
merger of those llnea.

automoblling and reading. History is 
his chief line of literature. He is like, 
wise devotedly fond of music and has 
done much toward educating the popu- 
lar taste In St. Paul and directing It 
tow’ord the best class of music. He la 
interested In the s>*inphony concerts, 
w'hich are given at intervals during 
the season in the spacious SL Paul 
Auditorium, and was for a lime pres¬ 
ident of the 8 l Paul Choral Associa¬ 
tion. out of w*Mch the movement foi 
the symphony ooncerts grew. 

Mr. Severance has ever been deeply 
interested In polltice, though never a 
place-hunter or officeholdor.

Brave In Action. 

In Italy two 5 ’ears Liter he command¬ 
ed a division at the battle of Novi. Jou- 
bert. who commanded, fell early in the 
battle, and the French fought against 
great odds. Again and again Grouchy 
led his columns to the charge. Once, 
when his troops were sent reeling back, 
he seized a standard, rallied his men 
and drove headlong at the enemy. When 
the standard was wrenched from him 
and his horse was klllod he mount«»d an¬ 
other. took off his helmet and. holding 
it high with his sword, led another des¬ 
perate charge. Again he was unhorsed 
and again he* obtained a new horse and 
rushed to the charge. He was mag¬ 
nificent that day. Late in the action, 
when the whole French army was in 
disorder. Grouchy, dtfp«‘rately wounded, 
rallied a small force and made one last 
despairing effort Hie force was over- 
wholmed and he was made prisoner He 
had six saber wounds and was In the 
hospital for four months. 

In the battle of Hohenlinden, where 
20.000 Austrians were left dead In the 
December snows, he and Ney led the 
two wings of the French army. They 
utterly routed the enemy, and won such 
a signal victory that It brought peace. 
Then come a period of rest for Grouchy. 
For three .vears he was Inspector of 
Cavalry ond stationed at Paris, He lost 
favor tvlth Napoleon because he sided 
with Moreau w*hcn that fine soldier was 
in disgrace and was put on trial 
Grouchy could remember Moneau only 
as the brave msn who ha <1 fought by 
hfs side at Nori and Hohenlinden. What 
did it matter if be failed on some other 
fields? 

Forgiven By Napoleon. 



It wnos not until 1807 that Napoleon 
forgave him. Then at Frlailand 
Grouchy commanded the cavalry of the 
left wing and show-ed so much gallantry* 
that Napoleon rewarded him with the 
Grand Eagle of the Le’glon of Honor, 
made him Count of the Empire and 


Commander of the Iron Cross. He 
fought in 8paJn and he fought In Italy, 
and in the battle i f Wngram he won 
new laurels. In fhe Russian campaign 
he commanded the cavalry on the ex¬ 
treme left and at the battle of Borodino 
he led a chanp' that overwhelmed the 
enemy. In the hour of victory he was 
struck hy a musket ball and was carried 
wounded from t’.je field 

In the retreat of the Grind Army 
from Moscow he saw the mighty host 
He down and die In th*' snows. When 
his magnificent cavalry was gone he. 
like nvtny other gemrals. was left with¬ 
out a command. Napoleon gathered 
about him all the mounted officers that 
remained and formed them into one 
company, which he nomed the dacrad 
Squadron. Over this item band of 500 
men Orouchy was ploosd as Com¬ 


mander. Genenils of Division were 
mode Captains. Generals of Brigade 
w'ere made Lieutenants, and lessor of¬ 
ficers were made common dragoons. 
*rhr Saored Squadron guarded the Em¬ 
peror as he plunged through the gloomy 
forest of Minsk, which was alive with 
columns of the enemy. It cleared a 
bloody path for him toward the Bore¬ 
al na. and did not dissolve until the rood 
to Paris was clear 

For some reason Napoleon frowned 
on him once more and Grouchy was m 
retirement throughout that wond«*rful 
period when the Emperor daszled the 
world with his aohlevements on the 
fields of Bautzen. Lutsen, Drasdon and 
Lelpzlc. It was not until the daric days 
of France, when the Russians and the 
Prussians were on French soil, that he 
was oallsd Into s<rvk:s ogalsu At 


Brienne he fought with all the valor 
that ho displayed at Novi; at Vaux- 
ohnmpf ho came within an ace of cap¬ 
turing Blucher: at Croon he fell, des¬ 
perately wounded. 

Whod Napoleon abdicated. Lcyuls 
XVin. allowed Grouchy to retain his 
rank ai d titles, but put the Duke ov 
Bt-ni over him and 1.0 Inctn.^ed Grouchy 
that on Nap • eon's return from Elba 
ar»>uchy was »ne of the first Xr, hasten 
to his standard 'Then Napoleon 
blundered. He made Grouchy a mar¬ 
shal. To command a division was the 
utmost within Grouchy's ability. Na¬ 
poleon placed him In command of three 
divisions.

The Battle of Waterloo. 

At the battle of IJgny Orouchy com- 
mandtMl the right wing. Blucher was 
deli'Sted and Napoleon, following out 
one of his most masterly plans, left 
Grouchy with 35,000 men to watch 
Blucher ond k‘.op him from <onc»'nirat- 
ing W'lth the BriU.sh. while he, with the 
main army, fell upon Wellington and 
crushed Kim. But Orouchy. lo wht>m 
responsibility brought bcwHdermcnL 
neg.ccted to w'otoh Blucher and sup- 
pos»*d tho Prussian force was in one 
place when In rratfty It was In another. 
And when. In the crisis of the fight at 
Waterloo Blucher arrived and saved 
the day for Wellington, the star of 
Napoleon sank. neviT to rise again. 

Students of mHltnry matters and 
students of history have written many, 
many volumes on what would have 
been the re^tiift had Gmuchy fended 
Blucher off or had Orouchy. when he 
heard the gun« of Waterloo, listened 
to the advice of his o/ficers and hurried 
to aid the Emperor In crushing Wei: 
Ington. But speculation Is idle agalns: 
stern facts, and th.^ stern facts are that 
Orouchy. ncgllgmtly and stupidly, held 
his force of 85,000 men Idle while It 
was within his powers to decide tho 
fete of Europe. 

ThU w.XH th«' man who that winter 
night In 1815, In a resfaurant in the 
lower part of old New York was wel¬ 
comed so bltti rly by his fellow exHea 
Stripped of his honors and hit titles hy 
LouL; X\nn., hanlifiied from France, 
held accountable by most of the Na¬ 
poleonic soldiers for the disaster that 
ended the great Emperor's career, he 
oought a haven In the New World 
Sop^wful. Indeed, w’as the plight r»f the 
soldier. He had to suffer because one 
of the greatest judges of men the world 
ever has known was utterly wrong In 
his Judgment of Mm. So long as an¬ 
other mind dlrccUMl. Grouchy was mag¬ 
nificent in his own branch of warfare. 
Forced to think for htmself and for 
others, he was lost- The world Is full 
of men like him. 

It was not pleasant, perhaps, for 
Orouohj In Nsw York aftsr th at a ff air 


of the first night, so he went to Balti¬ 
more. Ho remained there a short time 
and then he went to Philadelphia His 
days were spent In writing and many 
of tho hours of the night ho employed 
In the same way. To his son in France 
he wrote a multitude of letters, charg¬ 
ing him with seeing ihU man and that 
one and urging them to uso Ihelr in¬ 
fluence at court to have the writ of 
proscription against him withdrawn. 
Multitudes of other letters were written 
to frlcnda and old comrades explaining 
his conduci at Waterloo. To some he 
declared that he acted absolutely in 
accordance with the orders he received 
from the Emperor. To others he set 
forth the same explanation he gave at 
the dinner the night of his arrival in 
America, 

Every vrasel that left the United 
States for France oarried dozens of 
letters from him. Somatimes he would 
go to New York or to BaltlnM>re to put 
the letters on board In person. So.me- 
flmcs he w'ould travel from Philadel¬ 
phia to New York or Baltimore and 
wait da>*s and weeks for th© arrival of 
a vessel from France. Sometimes his 
hope's of being allowed to return to 
France would be raised to a high pitch. 
Them nea*s would arrive that would 
cast him into the depths of despair 
He depended a great deal upon the In¬ 
fluence of Marshal Marmont. who was 
high In favor a*Uh King Louis Strange 
that Marmont and Grouchy. Che two 
marshals who were of noble birth, 
should have brought disaster to Na¬ 
poleon. Marmont surrendered Parts 
and Grouchy caused the wreck at Wa¬ 
terloo. The greot Emperor had better 
luck with Ms marshois of humble birth. 

R’htther Marmont had any sincere 
doslrt to help Orouchy is dllficuU to 
learn. There Is HUle evidence of any¬ 
thing he did In his behalf. But if 
Orouchy had few friends In France he 
had one earnest one In America, and 
strange to say this one was Napoleon's 
brother Joseph, former King of Spain 
One of tho few places the marshaJ went 
to visit was the home of Joseph Bona¬ 
parte at Bordeniown, N. J.. and there 
the two men spent many hours togvth- 
cr. OocaalonoHy. too. the former King 
journeyed to Philadelphia lo visit the 
marshal, and In one of the lettera the 
marshal wrote to his soft he tetls of 
attending Gillie's concert at Washing¬ 
ton Hall, Philadelphia, early in May. 
1817, In company with Joseph Bono- 
parte. 

No Let-Up In Campaign. 


But Grauchy cou(d spare little time 
for social relaxation. He had to ex¬ 
plain that sad day at Waterloo. So he 
wrote more and mors. He was poe- 
eeesed with the Idea that If he could 
get the world or »o much of the world 
os was repraoonted by his beloved 


France to understand that he simply 
obeyed orders, as a good soldier should, 
and thht the responsibility for Water¬ 
loo rested on the Emperor and not on 
,hlm. he would be forgiven. But the 
people of France were no more in the 
humor to accept his view then than 
they are now, and Louis XVIII. unwit¬ 
tingly made the task of the marshal 
more and more difficult The reaction¬ 
ary* tendency of fhe Government had 
brought the people to a stmt^ of sul¬ 
len anger. The prisoner on the island 
of St- Helena was a pathetic figure. 
Hts faulU were being forgottrn and 
only hl.s glories remembered. 'Hie 
allies, too. had put such a burden on 
the people that all the old animositlea 
were kept fresh. 

In 1917 Grouchy's son rroesed the 
ocean to vIMt the marshal. He did not 
bring good news. He went back to re¬ 
new the struggle. And when the son 
departed the father rerom^ h!s writ¬ 
ings and ren^'wed his trips to Baltimore 
and New York to meet the vessels that 
crofsed fhe broad w;^ters. Once he was 
raised to the highest degree of hope. Tt 
©♦^med as If he amuld be permitted to 
return home. Anxiously he awaited the 
next advices. Wlien they cwme he was 
plunged into despair. The Influence he 
had depended upon had failed him and 
he derided that he would have to pass 
the rest of hLs days In the Ignited 
States. Then he determined to bo. 
come a cltU<n of the Republic, and he 
took the first forma! steps In that di¬ 
rection. He had determined to mair 
his home In Philadelphia, bring hK 
wife and family h»*re and begin anew. 
He had about rxaifni''d himself to this 
condition when a letter from his son 
brought renewed hope, and again he 
turned feverisdily to writing. 

• • • 

No Welcome Back. 

Year after ye.ir he kept this up. and 
then onb day In 1831 came the glad 
newrs that the prowrnptlon had Keen 
withdrawn. Napoleon was dead. Tnere 
was no longer fear of ihf- return of the 
Man of Destiny. 

Grouchy returned to France full of 
hope and enthusiasm, but there u'as no 
welcome for him- Everywhere he w'as 
received coldly; everywhrre he was 
looked upon ns the blunderer w'ho hod 
brought about lhf» wreck at Waterloo. 

Sorrowfully ho resumed his task of 
writing, ever explaining and never 
Battivfylng. When he had hei-n horns 
eleven years he was r»ermltted to re- 
lujme his title bf marshal and was 
treated a peer, hut the honors were 
empty lived until 1947, dying at 

the age of si. and always looked upon 
with coldness hy the pc<g)le he loved 
•nd for whom he had fought sc welL 
Fate certainly was unkind to Em¬ 
manuel Grouchy.

Washington this winter. Invitations to 
thorn are oagurly sought, partly by rea¬ 
son of their notalilo exclii.slvenesa. The 
game begins at 10 o*cl«)ck In the even¬ 
ing. and does not break up until the 
“wee sma* hours'* are beginning to give 
wa>* to biggor onea It Is alwa}*s for 
L cents a point—at a*hlch rate a player 
can easily t^in or lose SlOO or more at 
a sitting. 

It go<‘B without saying that bridge 
Is a fhstxlonAble amusement In Wash¬ 
ington nowadays, os It Is elsewhere. 
One of the younger diplomats, the oth¬ 
er day. said,- *'I cannot alTord It, be¬ 
cause 1 am viot a good player. But. 
unless I wish to he out of things. 1 
must play; And I have to pay 5 cents 
a point to playgwith the men 1 want 
to play .with, and at least 2 ^ cenu a 
point ,to ploy with the women I want 
to play wiUi." 

Generally speaking, the dlplomntle 
people In Washington, btkth male and 
female, aro Idlers. Honco they must 
And oecup/Ulon in aiiiosciiieut of on« 
kind or ftnoUier. Idsalpatloo, rather 
than work. Is made the object of life. 
It Is not surprising that this hotly of 
foreigners, rich and socially tnAuen- 
tlal, shopid have corrupted Washington 
to a considorablv extent. 

This has come iihout mainly within 
the last few year*. !t was formerly the 
case that the diplomats tliKked by 
themselves to a great extent. But to¬ 
day they practically control society at 


the National Capital. And no wonder. 
The eiAba.ssles have great wealth. They 
occupy luxurious palaces, and the Am¬ 
bassadors. In addition to their pay. 
have large allowances for entertaining. 
They are expected by their home Qo%- 
emments to spend the money. 

The Austro-Hungarian Embass>* has 
never been popular In Washington. Its 
chief, the Baron HengelrauUer von 
Hrngervar. is quite the reverse of what 
the French call “bon enfant." Many 
people do not like him. But his ofA- 
cLal establishment is undoubtedly the 
'•smartest" and moat exclusive at the 
capital, and his wife—a woman of high¬ 
er birth than he. and whose Influence 
at court Is said to hold him In his 
present place—Is a very charming 
woman, and the unquestioned Itadtr 
of Washington society. 

This season a much-admired young 
baroness has appeared on the scene 
at the embassy—the wife of Its naval 
nttaclie. Preuschen-Llcbensteln. SHe 
Is a gay Austrian woman, from the 
most brilliant capital In Europe. !\nd 
the little dinners she gives at the High, 
lands, where she lives, are said to be 
delightful. Oddly enough, during the 
many years that the Hengcdmullers 
have been domiciled at the emhaasy 
on Connect lent avenue, there haa never 
been any woman connected with It un¬ 
til nftw, except the wife of the Ambaa- 
fcn 4 lcr—sjive In the case of the Ba¬ 
roness Glskra Xm Baltimore girl, bom 
Helen King, and a beautiful blonde), 
who wua Inv'orlably absent when Mine. 
Hengrlmuller was in Washington. 

The Baroness Prouschen-Uiebenstcln 
speaks English very well. Bn likewise 
do the wives of the new Ambassador 
and Minister from Germany and Bel¬ 
gium; hut this Is not surprising, inaa- 
iiiuoh as they are both American girls. 
The new Be lgian minister Is Count de 
Bulsseret de BUrenghlem. His predc-- 
erssor. Baron Moncheur, by the way. 
has left his two daughters here for 
the winter season at least -the Bq- 


roDoss Marguerite, who w;ie a dobu- 
tame 1 ^ spring, and the little lia- 
rooess Kathleen, who Is only^ years 
old. The latter Is a granddaughter of 
I^owell Claytoa—the two daughters l»e. 
Ing of different wives. 

' The German Embassy always toke.^ 
a substantial, though hardly a bril¬ 
liant, part In the social life of Wash-' 
Ington; but the new Ambassador, 
t'ount J. H. von Bemstorff, has arrived 
so recently on the scene that nobody 
knows as yet how conspicuous a figure 
he will cut. As for the French Am¬ 
bassador. Jusscrand, he Is disposed to 
be literary, and his wife is rather quiet. 

On the whole. It may be said that 
the-embasales are by no means so gay 
this winter as uspal—I'speclally In 
view of the fact that the Italian Am¬ 
bassador. Baron des Planches', and his 
wife are In mourning. Such entertain¬ 
ments as thoy are giving are of a very 
small and Informal kind. Friends of 
the family say that the establishment 
Is run by Flfl. Who Is Flfi? Why. a 
fluffy Japanese (A^g—w'hite, with long 
hair, and extremely vivacious. Bho 
wears a harness with bells, and has 
a fresh ribbon every day. On Informal 
occasions she appears at dinner, occu¬ 
pying a chair. Lost summer she mo¬ 
tored all over Europe with the Baron¬ 
ess and Ethel and Archie Roosevelt. 

In the g»KKl old davB of the Paunce- 
fotes the British Emoassy led Wash¬ 
ington society. It gave brilliant hulls 
and frequent young people's t>artles. 
Hut now it Is different. The present 
Ambassador, the Hon. James Bryce, 
and his wife ar** old p€>opl«. They ore 
nor much lnleres*t»‘d In gay ijotng>«. and 
their dinners are solemn affairs. Mrs. 
Bryce effaces herself, and her hiiahantl 
devotes himself t<> literary pursuits and 
Vilglous matters. Ho Is a Scotch 
Presbyterian of'the most rigid type, 
and. If he could, would devote all the 
money now* expended for war to evnn. 
gellxlng the heathen through the me¬ 
dium of missionaries. 


As for the Russian Embassy. It 
chronically lucks an Amba^^.vador in 
ihcr^ tlme,“. Baron Roeen does not 
car*? for Washington. He loves that 
dear Paris, and practlcaliy lives j there, 
coming to America only once In a 
while. One finds him mark-.M! “.Xb- 
senf* month after month on th»* <Hp* 
lomatlc list, which Is Issued a.% a sort 
of periodical court calendar by the t>c- 


partment of State. 

NotwUit standing the above-men- 
tioned drawbacks, however, there Is 
much gayety . In diplomatic circles. 
Where the Ambassadors are absent or 
lacking In Bocial enthu.*daKm. there are 
secretaries and attaches to represent 
them. The new Minister from Spain — 
the .Marquis of Vtllalobar—Is a boche- 
lor. and a very charming and cultivat¬ 


ed man. He speaks f^ngllah fluently, 
and will be a welcome addition to the 
foreign coterie. 

Tw*o of the most charming women of 
the legations are Mme. de Pardo, wife 
of |lhe Minister from Peru—she of the 
l>eautlful eyes—and S norn de Portela. 
wife of the Minister from Arg 4 ntlna. 
Mme do Portela sings and Is a di'light. 
rtll hostess. 


The Latin-American diplomats have 
a tt-mlenry to ilook by thern»'elV 4 s. be¬ 
ing not altogether syi 'iLth* He with the 
k'urop^ans, who reg 1 thernselvej^ os 
on rather a superior pl.ine. 4 'oltimhla, 
alas! has no b*g:itlon at nil at pres¬ 
ent —unless such a till** Is /o be i on- 
forred upon a buslnciis offlee, with an 
atlnrhe in charge, at 5 West Elghiy- 
thlrd etrr t. New Vork This Is 
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simply bocauae we are not on very 
friendly terms with Colombia. D»>n 
Enrique Cortes, who was the Colom¬ 
bian Minister here until recently, U ^ 
most charming old gentleman. Long 
ago be warned hla fdlow-counlrjTnen 
that If they did not come to temui 
about the digging of the canal tho 
United Htatea would aurely grab Pan¬ 
ama. Nobody believed It, Bui. after 
what wus bound to happen did happen, 
his reputation for wisdom rose so high 
that he w^os sent to Washington. Hera 
he worked hard to put a treaty throurh 
between this country and Colombia— 
the result being that ha wag acciiotd 
of being too friendly to our Govern¬ 
ment. and was bounced. 

Turkey, as will be rwrumVbered, re¬ 
cently lifted Its legation at Washing¬ 
ton to the rank of an embassy.

All over Europe, Okie literature is 
now, studied, not as the product “fiaii 
arohak: tongue, but as u living and 
glowing force which races. poe 4 i.‘M 8 lng 
the Celtic strain, must c<^mprehcnd and 
utilize for the development of their 
own powers In like manner th** .study 
of Celtic liistr>r>’ and archaetdi>gy has 
been t.iken up In eorncst, as something 
quite 4 is necessary the study of tho 
history and art of tjrnece and Borne. 

Tbe German.’*^ French and Kpatilsh 
sdiolars who ary more occupied with 
Celtic studies, naturally turn tholr eyes 
toward Ireland, the pre-eminently Cel¬ 
tic land,\ for tha alacidatlon of every* 
poini Injthe development of Celtic gen¬ 
ius and Cattle civilization. Taking ad¬ 
vantage of the gt'ncral Interest, and of 
tbe sympathy of Eunqie, h group of 
Irishmen. re»pl**nt on continent, 
founded last year a Celtic union with 
the object of \inltlng representative;' of 
every* Celtic nation In a conmion effort 
for tho &dNuncem**nt of the Celtic cjtUHe, 
Hrua'^els was rhpsoti as the headquar¬ 
ters of the ^••itlo Union, because there 
the qpndicst wolbomo is given to societies 
formed for niclal advanoenient nnd for 
the spread of Kn »wli*dge.

Tara bi**'ame tho rent of the mon- 
arrh"^ of Ireland In the dawn of his¬ 
tory. The Ard-Hlgh.«—high kings—of 
Ireland hud lived and held their courts 
toon* for centuries w'hen Patrick came 
to Ireltutd. The royal city reached the 
height of Ilf glory In the Thlnl cen¬ 
tury of the Christian era, n period qulle 
wltbln the llinlls of authentic Irish 
history. Elaborate descriptions of the 
city It Kt<fO(l At that time and. later, 
at the time of 81 Patrick’s coming, 
are given In the ancient Irish munu- 
8 -cripls, and three de.M-ripttons are 
pr*»vt'd to l>e «'orreci by the surveys 
matle of the foundations of the groat 
buildings on the hill. 

Tara Is a small but conspicuous hill, 
rising itImo.«*t perpendicularly out of the 
gr^at platn of Mvath. Its top U spa¬ 
cious and level. 

On Its highest point stood iho gr«*at 
Bath of the Kings, fuirrounded by a 
stone wall which tradition say.s was 
built by tho Flr-Bolgs. thr Belglc race 
which iirttled in Irohind In the very 
dawn of history. Stones of that an¬ 
cient furiiflcatlon still itand on Tara 
00 the sp*ii w'here they were origin¬ 
ally placed, bulwarlu of the myal In- 
closure. the Rath na High, on the sum. 
ink of Tsra hill. The external dlmen- 
M<»nm nf the Rath na High are Iifi3 feet. 
WiDiln it stood the House of Curmac; 


the Forradh. or Judgment Hall; tbe 
Mound of the Cow; the Mound of the 
Hostsges. and the Lla Fall. Cormac, 
who built the royal rcKtdencc within 
the Bath, lived in the beglnnln.g of the 
Third century. Of his palacf^ the 
chronicles .say “In the highc.st part of 
the city the King had a fair and well- 
built cssth ; in that castle he had a 
fair hail and spacious, and In that hall 
he wap wont 10 alt In Judgment.*' 

The Mound of the Cow Is a circular 
hllloc'k. six feel high, and forty feel In 
dlamoier. It !s auppo.‘5ed to have got* 
Its name froip the cow* Glas, which' be¬ 
longed to the smith Gaibhnlonn, of the 
Tuatha de Danaan race, which suc¬ 
ceeded the Fir-Bolgs In the supremacy 
of Ireland, and was Itself surcecdod by 
the Milesians, from whom nio?*t of the 
existing Irish famlMcs claim descent. 

The Mound of the Hostages, another 
circular earthen mound, lie* to the 
northeast of the Forradh. On it. It Is 
believed, stoo<l tbe building In which 
Cormac lodged the hostages whom "he 
brought from evory fortress” wh 4 *n he 
made a visitation of Ireland, "and ex¬ 
hibited At Tara" 

Beside the Mound of the Hosti^os 
stood the celebrated coronation stone, 
the Lla Fait Thla stone still stands 
M Tara. It has been removed a sliort

It may be as weU to tell 
that eome things long familiar In the 
Sheridan comedy are boldly left out be- 
cauee they were not In when the author 
directed Its performancee; and at this 
dramaUc art temple maeierpleces 
be preserved as m*rltten. Therefore, “The 
Sch^l for Scandal * Is given with ten 
mlnutee of useless matter restored at each 
end—Kjresocndo and dlminueuda—that you 
urver saw acted. But the minuet that 
has bew danced at Lady Sneerwell's aft¬ 
ernoon goeslp session, sometlmpe In trail¬ 
ing evening gowns. Is eliminated. 

It Is not easy to like the lack of the 
semblance of a supper In Charles 8ur- 
face*s house. As Snerldan wrote tt. the 
profligate sells the family portraits in the 
library to his uncle, mho pretends to be 
a money lender, while the profligate's 
cronies gorge and gussle In the adjacent 
dlnlng-roocn. and tbclr exuberance is 
shomm upon their cajvual return to the 
library, it was not long after Sheridan's 
time, though, tltat stageoraftsmen sam- the 
entertaining value of the banquet Lester 
Wallack assembled them at a table with 
t'hsu’les Surface presiding over the revel¬ 
ry. Augustin Daly kepi It out of sight. In 
Beerbonm Tree’s great revival, as I saw it 
last summer In London, It was such a 
ruysterfest that the audience felt like 
joining in the last refrain of “Drink to 
the lass," At the Nam* Theater, quite cor¬ 
rectly. but less emuslngly. the guests halt 
In the library on their way to the din¬ 
ing-room. from which Charles and Care¬ 
less are called back for the vendue. 

Sheridan got aliead of a thousand 
French playwrlgltts In sending a wayward 
wife to a hacholor's S 4 >artment The 
screen scene In "The School for Scaqdal'* 
is ftxed definitely In the memory of most 
p^ple who go to playhounes. At the New 
Theater a smirway is put Jn axid a sofa 
taken out. That makes a deal of differ¬ 
ence In the movement of the personages. 
Becausf Joseph tells his velet to let the 
visitors "come up" Utey make their en¬ 
trances and exits by these visible stsirs 
from and to the story below. You can 
hardly appreciate mllhout seeing it the 
change of aspect thus made. And the 
absent sofa' ^tany a time and oft you 
ha>e watched Josi^h Surface and lAdy 
Teazle as tliey sal on It—he Inching up 
to her while urging that she sufTers fool¬ 
ishly from "the consciousness of her own 
Innocence;" and she concluding that **con- 
sci«yice had better be left out of the ar- 
icument." The mife now sits In a chair 
beside a table and .the seducer circles 
around her In the course of his mdeked 
plea. The n^w. way Is a gain for uncon- 
ventlonsllty.

Nanrer Before Left Out, 

Who knows whether, in the days of 
Sheridan, the hypocritical Joeeph reached 
out to grasp the hand of the weeping Sir 
Peter as they sat side by side, snd snook 
U in bogus sympathy You have never 
seen that left out; and In stock-compsiny 
revivals it is repeated as long as the au¬ 
diences laugh. Perhaps Its commonness 
led to Its ezcistun here. The choice had 
to be made between still more handshak¬ 
ing and none at alt; so the lines are spok¬ 
en without the cheai>entng foolery. 

There was laughter on the opening 
night that wasn't wanted In Joseph Sur¬ 
face's apartment, although more care¬ 
ful acting has avoided It since. A dra¬ 
matic test of any actress's Lady Teaxte 
has been a oulek slop of merriment when 
the screen Is thrown down and she is 
ehown to Sir Pei*>r as Joseph's secret 
vialior. In the New Theater cast. Hose 
I'ocblan la merely the Mra Camlour. la 
the Wallacklan times Rose was the bril¬ 
liant luidy Teazle to John Gilbert's unctu¬ 
ous Sir Peter; snd nov'er did a titter hold 
over from the previous fun to break the 
pause of dramatic silence when she stood 
revealed as a culpriL She is a human 
woman, the highly gifted Rose, and can't 
you fancy her listening behind the scenes 
for the laughter that (Irace Qeorge dread¬ 
ful at the crucial situation. And It came. 
Not from the parquet, nor yet from bol- 
cony or gallery, but from the two tiers 
Of boxea. 1 won't ascribe glee to the 
good-humored Rose, but am sure that 
dismay for a moment chilled the heart of 
Grace, 

nowever, the lack of serious thrill 
when the falling screen uncovered Grace's 
l..nd>- Teaxle was not chargeable to her, 
but to the medlfvcrlty of both the Sur¬ 
faces and the Sir Peier by Anson. Lang 
and Calvert, of ibo English section of 
the company. Grace's starring tour has 
been stopped a month, with her company 
Idle under pay. for her to get Into New 
Tiiester voguo with Lady Teazle; and 
sho does it surely: yet the laughter that 
ripples around the boxes, showing that 
some of the millionaires took her dra¬ 
matic pnHlicament as n farcical Joke, 
may have meant consternation to her.

A Modern Sir Oliver. 

And I'm not taking a chance to whack 
the three disappointing l^ondoners. Our 
own favorite E M. Holland is a hopeless¬ 
ly nnalern Sir Oliver Su-facc. On the 
opening night the applause at Holland's 
first entrance wss prolonge«l remarkably; 
that fpr Rose r'oghlan came next In 
length and favor, and Grace George's re¬ 
ception strKid iJilnl In heartiness. Grace 
had prepared very carefully for the or- 
«!»*ttl: but the rehearsing neenieil to hava 
been lax generaUv Important actors 
wero unsteady Lines were innngle<l and 
cues werf tangled. But Grace delivered 
In good condition a new, unstlUed hu¬ 
morous and sentimental l«a4y Teazle. Of 
course, tlio New Theater won't let 'The 
Sf'hool for Scandal" go at that. 

There Is no dlspt>«ltlon to jeer at the 
New Theoter for its fiasco. In the haste 
to create a repertory, and to gratify the 
stockholders’ desire for something new 
each week, "The Si-hoot for Scandal'* 
was put on unprepared. Grace George 
was all ready with her Lady Teaxle. 
though, and so. umler the acddantal clr-^ 
rumstances. the l>ecnme unexpectedly the 
same as a vIsltlnK star actross support- 
txl by the stoerk of this b:g concern, get¬ 
ting Iherefore nearly all the praise that 
accompanies the abundant though kind¬ 
ly censure.

A Tense Slttiatiion. 

Tho bulk of the play—supposedly eight 
years later—shows the Intense lovs of 
Mr*.

Mrs. Da- 
kon's selflshness and lack of depth nmk-' 
her almost \*111a1rK>us when opposed to the 
maidenly charm and tonornblo bravery 
of ths 1^1. And the aramatlsl’s mistake 
was emphasized by th** acting. The 
longer role was played with artlflr*' with¬ 
out art. and rant without ramntng; 
whereas the daughter’s part Introduced 
an act roes of startling intelligence ami 
skill in a lAuretle Taylor, a reminder of 
Margaret Anglin. 

It Is hard to guess 1m>w far we will go 
before a rex’ulsion in putting wicked wed¬ 
lock on the stage Manifestly, the orig¬ 
inal Intention in "Dakon's Daughter" was 
to present a vicious mother and her vir¬ 
tuous daughter as contestants for one man 
In marriage; hut the public waa not 
thought to be quite yet In a receptive 
mood for such a layout In a play; so the 
tivals were taken out of consanguinity.

Bhe must be scrupulously 
punct>uaJ In observing the.ie hours, and 
report hcraelf to tho housokcejw'r on 
her return. Each mold la also allowed 
out two da^’s Uh the month from 10 
a. m. to 0 p. m., and gets a fortnight's 
holiday every year. 

Mrs. Dodds manages all the maids 
who are employiHl on her staff, but it 
may be mentioned that all who are em¬ 
ployed in tbe royal service os maid 
serviuita are almost Invarkibly retvrull- 
ed from those whose paronia ore em- 
ployitd on tbe royal 4*statea.

PREHISTORIC PIPES. 

(Plrihnlclphia Kreord.) 

Ths antiquary boa never found Amer¬ 
ica a rich Held of labor, though a certain 
Inteceat attaches to ths burTsd clvtllxa- 
tluti of Mexico and Peru. Rider Hagcranl 
and ths late Lew Wallace, have both 
made use of the material ylew<d ^ the 
renudna of the lost racee of the South, 
and In doing eo have perhaps exaggerat¬ 
ed fbelr knowledge of architecture, of or¬ 
namental d'‘£lgn. and of w'orklng In 
precious metals. But sven within the 
bord:!rs of the United States discover!is 
have been toade by ths ifpade of the 
arohaooluglst wlUch add grcAtly to our 
knowiedge of tha peoplee who Inhabit*^ 
America before th«* coming of tbs white 
man. 

In this manner It became known that 
prohLrtcrIc pipes were fashioned and 
vmcked by tho ancient and now extinct 
mccs of North. Central and South 
America. 

Bqutre ajid Darla, the American arch- 
aoologisik opened a so-called 'Indian 
mound*’ In w'hlch 20o stone smoking plpcv* 
were found, together with pearl and shell 
beada and copper ornaments. Tl>sy srere 
placed wHrt his wca(.‘ons by the fide of 
the dead warrior. FHnt nrroivs and 
apsars alone marked ths place where ttis 
weapon! reoted; the wnod which formed 
tbe bows, arrows and lances h«d long 
Sim'S crumbled Into dust. Hut why s<» 
grsat a number of pipes? This Is not 
known even to the 'antiquary, though It 
is surmised tl«t they may have bevn 
Intended to serve for liarter Borne of 
ths pipes were In an unfinished state, and 
It Is m>pposed tiiAi the dep!irtsd pipe- 
maker hoped to bs able to finish his w'ork 
In tiui splrk-land. 

Tbe pipea from the Ohio mounds open- 
s<l by i^ulrs and Davis between 1536 
and 154<I are utterly unlike ll» pipes made 
by any other known race of men. In 
thess pipes the r<H'Spl«c!e for the tobac¬ 
co was In ths middle of ths curved bone, 
w'ldch a-.va about thres or four Inches 
long and one end of which formed the 
handle. This mads them about live same 
length as thf Irish dhudeen. but they 
»Hd not resemWs the famous Celtic pipe 
In any other respect. A drilled hols In 
the otlier end or the base communicated 
with ths ceiitral bowl. The head of ths 
carvsd figure wiui in\*arlably turned to¬ 
ward Uk* moutliploce, while In modern 
onuunentaJ pipes It Is turned away from 
ths smoker. 

Although rude In form, these artclent 
American carvings ars undoubtodb' folr- 
ly good etc resent a lions of ii»o various 
animais and other figures they are In¬ 
tended to reproduce In miniature. A slosp- 
Ing bear, though rudely carve«l, has alt 
the marked clHimoierlstlcs of ths spet'kw. 
tbr Kdwln l.«ands«sr would cenaln>y have 
l>rslee«l lli«* c-xulrrsl with ths gmcofuUy- 
ourie*! tnil, nor would he Imve qoorreled 
with the modcHRg of the wolf or wolf- 
dog. A sphinx-like hesjd or gti sborlgne 
Is remarkiible for the wklli with which 
the facial aharacterlstlcs have^ been pre¬ 
served. « 

Another prlmllls'S form of pipe was a 
straight tube, many of which have been 
found In aiborlginsl burial places. These 
pipe# not only differ In form from those 
pre^'lcunly described, but also In the nt>a- 
leiial from which they ar«^ mn«Ve Tte 
first n'.iaerlals etuployed were no doubt 
ree^. w’ood or luilioa' bones, which, 
through the proce.wi cf evolution, gave 
ploco In time to earthenware or stone. 
Ami history rspests luHf even In ths 
making of pipes An smMeni Mexican 
gray-#tone pipe, with a bowl In the form 
of an old gray-bean!M man. closely re- 
semibks a modern American clay p<pe. 
with a l*owl modrletl from a negro's licad. 
Tbe lattt-r pfpe selU for one cent; what 
the Astec plpemaker of 
wwa ^d for his work U would bo dim- 
cult to calculate,

the primary action of a snake's pobon. 
We know what tho poison Is In a chemi¬ 
cal sense, and even how 1C Uisles (though 
all the venoms arc said to be tasteless, 
e.xc4*pt that of cobras, which Is "disagree¬ 
ably Wtter"). but we do not know how. 
primarily. It kills. Nor hue it any certitln 
antidote. "When the weesll Is to fight 
with Uie serpRfil, she amveth hanielf by 
eating rue luratnik the might of the ser¬ 
pentbut this appear# to Imj less etllcrn- 
clous for human beings than for weeslls, 
snd many aitothcr antidote, or prophy¬ 
lactic, celebrated In Its way. seems to 
have lo«t Its power. There was a tlmo 
when snakes so dreaded the ash tree that 
they would not even venture Into "the 
mornings or evening*' shmiow’* thereof; 
and BUny satloOed himself by cxperimeni . 
of tin* iruth of Um> story that. If a snake 
was hfHlged about on ono side with nr<* 
and on the idher with a barrier of ash 
twigs. It would choose to run Into the 
fire rather than fa4e the dreaded vege¬ 
table. Hemlock also and souihernwtiod 
ura famous things for keeping snakes 
away; while dlltsir^ in particular "doiii 
astoiilsh them." 'Thar the mongociso Is 
pi>ston-pfT#nf Is probably as much of a 
fable as that It cur»*s llrelf when bitten 
by eating some ubkr»nwn lu»rb; fukkl- 
llkki having no oilier charm oenjnst the 
cobra’# bltf^ (ban the agility which kee,-»s 
him out of the way of the cobra’s fangs.

It Is no longer necessary to wi-ar 
your hair long and be out nt the el¬ 
bows to be unreal artist, saya the Bos¬ 
ton Herald. Storied Bohemia by Eu¬ 
ropean cities Is becoming a thing of 
the post, according to Harry E. War- 
n-n, of West Soniervllle. who has Just 
returned from four years* study at 
Rome and Parts. Mf. Warren was the 
first holder of lha prize for architec¬ 
ture given by the American Academy 
at Itome, which was foumiiMl by the 
late Charles Follen McKlro. 

"American students are getting over 
tho Idea that a man has to live In a 
garret and eat one meal a day to study 
art In earnest,** says Mr. Warren. **Jn 
Rome, the so-called Bohemia, which. In 
my opinion. Is only a slovenly way of 
living, has passed Into hlstor>'. Htu- 
dents take part In the social life of the 
American colony of the city, and they 
are r*ally ashamed to be down In tho 
heels. 

"In Paris, however. It Is different. 
Once w'lthln the conAnes of the Latin 
Quarter you are In a world l>elonging 
entirely to the studenU, Though 1 be¬ 
lieve that Rome Is the belter place In 
which to study either •architecture or 
painting, voii do not get the Inspiration 
of working with other men that you 
arc sure to meet with In Parts. 

"Yet there Is a tragic side to the Bt>- 
hcmla there. Students live a pictur¬ 
esque way. they dress differently. 
How? Well, like—artists. They live in 
garrets and dream of conquering the 
world. But X have seen terrible poverty 
among them. It Is actually true that 
tht-y only have one meal a day some¬ 
times. They believe that their talent 
or gi'nlus, will carry them through. Be¬ 
cause they have such confidence In 
themselves they are making great sac- 
liAcew of health, for It Is not possible 
to slave day In ond day out with a diet 
of nothing but bread and coffee. When 
you see how verj' little ability they 
have to make these aspirations real. It 
seems very tragic- Y«5t they never give 
up. A Bohemian seldom goes home ^d 
takes to bookkeeping. Wasting their 
energy, wuistlng their lives In fact. ihe.y 
Sny on believing that some day they 
will be great.

Held By SpeU. 

"In the unconventional It y and good 
fellowship that goes with the game of 
nuiking both ends meet In the La tin 
Quarter, there's a kind of spell. For 
this alone many live from day to day. 
after they f«^l that ihclr dreams will 
never come true. On the other hand. 
1 know that great artists have been Bo¬ 
hemians, but they were great. 1 believe, 
not bf^oause of that, but In spite of It. 
In Che same way there are successful 
srtlst.x living to-day In Bohemia. But 
In my opinion they would have been 
even belter artists if they had lived dif¬ 
ferently. * . ’ . 

"Even Bohemia Is changing In Parts. 
The cafe concerts, whldi played no 
small part In the student life, have 
nearly dlsappenrod. 1 knpw of only one 
in the LrfUin Quartc.- The#e were the 
ttsXes where groups of students went, 
not so much to dine ua to talk over their 
plans. There would be music, but the 
students themselves, with songs and 
declamations would furnish the enter¬ 
tainment, and. whatever form It took. 
It was sure to be more or less hilarious. 

Luxur>* Is becoming a new factor of 
student life In Paris. Many Americans, 
arms of rich fathers, are at work there. 
More of them study architecture than 
painting. A# a general thing, they do 
not live In the Latin Quarter, but live 
in the ^strtets where the wealthy Poii- 
sl.in lives." 

To lllu.'^trate the plctiiresqueness of 
the life In Parts, Mr. Warren descrll>ed 
the great student ball, or the time wdien 
they turn night Into day and gambol In 
fantastic dress, at the end of the fes¬ 
tivity. about the early morning milk 
cart.s.

Must Appear In Costume. 

This luUl U given each spring, and 
only bona Ade students can get .cattls 
of Invitation. Every year a certain 
period of history Is selected, and each 
student must appiar In a costume of 
that time. Two yearn ago It was the 
time of the Pharaoha 

"Each atelier, that Is. class or studio 
In tho Ek'ole des Beaux-Arta is given a 
booth to decorate. And at some lime 
during the evening a procession of 
Aoata Is wheeUid through the hall. It 
Is a wonderful sight. Tho floor Is 
crowded. In fa<»t there Is hardly room 
to dance, and It seems Just one mass of 
scarlets, blues, yellows. Htudent.s are 
very original in planning their cos¬ 
tumes. Tho whole ball Is a sight that 
one almost never forg^^ts If you haven't 
seen It too many times. 

"All this does qot lot up until 6 
o'clock In the lAornlng, Then I he 
whole company—there are over a thou¬ 
sand—w'alk*; back to the city. A great 
Irregular stream of outlandish looking 
people pours through the streets. It 
looks like u tremendous migration of 
savages, that Is the best w'oy that I can 
describe IL All along the way art^ 
people who have got up just to see ih.* 
procession. 

"I remember two years ago w’e came 
to a railroad station. The students 
went Into It and cllml>ed all over It. 
Then they went Into a train, tearing 
down signs in some places and putting 
them In others. Then we met an auto¬ 
mobile containing a man and girt They 
stopped thaL It was no usr* for them 
to try to go on, and they held the man 
while about a dozen of the wild In¬ 
dians klseed ths glrL The man didn’t 
make any objection. He couIdn'L He 
know that If lie did It would b*> the 
worse for him. and he had to stand It. 

"Then we mol a market wagon. They 
look eventhing out, unloaded It com¬ 
pletely and distributed tho goods. The 
driv’er took It good natursdly enough 
and they left all of his bundlos In n 
pile before moving on. The next man 
Wo met in an Automobile wouldn't take 
It at all. They made him stop, and he 
tried to make a fuss. That made it all 
the worse for him. Some of them held 
him down while the rest scoured ih*' 
neighborhood. They didn't let him go 
until they had Ailed hIs automobile 
with everything Imaginable. Old sti^am 
pipes, tin cans, and I rememb»r seeing 
them put In a full ash harrcl. They 
stole n baker's cart along the way und 
ciirrle^l that In towm.

Had To Maks a Speech. 

"Before the house of one of the p.-o- 
fe.xs’irs ih‘*y stopped and b» gun to 
shout. Nothing would do but that he 
must gel up out of bed. dress and make 
thvm a speech. They wouldn’t go away 
till he did.

t<* It and know* better than make 
sny objections. Hr made the sneech. 
tho* rbe red and marched on. It was 
not until 8 o*c!o<'k that they ended up 
at the ooiirt of the st*h04»l and distmnd- 
ed.

ridiculous things. In the late after¬ 
noon or rorly evening they are brought 
hi front of the Pantheon and burned. 

"There Is no hazing In tlio studios, but 
something very much like It. The 'nou¬ 
veau,' or new*, student Is made to do all 
the dirty work. U tbo older men w'ant 
to send out for eats he has to get them. 
If they want tbolr drawing paper 
stretched out on a board he has to do 
ft. He disobeys on penalty of allowing 
himself to be stripped and painted all 
over with black Ink. The French are 
very fertile In thinking up things to do. 
They sperid more time In one day In 
thinking up tricks to pls^ than Ameri¬ 
cans do In one month. The reason for 
this Is the fact that they come to Paris 
so young. Many of them are oTily l« 
when they begin In tbe studios, and it 
Is a long time before the boy la worked 
out of them. They take Ihelr lime for 
play, and dont take themselves seri¬ 
ously, as Americans ars rather Inclined 
«o do. 

"Americans do not club together at 
the school as one might think they 
would. The school Is divided up Into 
a great number of ateliers, or studios, 
each with Us professor and from tw'enly 
to Afty students. Americans prefer to 
niingls with the Frenchmen, to get theJr 
point of view. Ttiey are very logical 
and unusually good on theory, though 
this does not always mean thaf they are 
practical. Americans are practical, but 
they do not begin to grasp the theory 
the way the FYench students do. 

"The life at Romo Is very different. 
To begin with, there is no ona big 
school, and whera there are hundreds of 
students In Paris there are only doxeiu* 
In Home. I^Js my belief that Rome Is 
a far better place for study, and Is neg¬ 
lected. Why Is this? The Parts bug. 
There are, of course, the great teachers 
In Paris, but not the maxterplecea of 
pointing and archltcctlure from which 
to study Amt hand."

Russian Affair That Last 
Over Nine Hours.

A new industry, that of power plow¬ 
ing, has aprung up In the We#t and 
Northwest within the lost decade which 
Is destined In a measure to do away 
with the horse-mado furrow. 

When the I>ak(>taa, Montana, ("anada 
and parts of Texa# were opened to 
agriculture the farms wero so large 
that horses could not supply the mo¬ 
tive power nocesaan* for the plowing of 
tho great land tracta TVactlon en¬ 
gines w'ere substituted, and they 
dragged the plow's over the vast 
stnetche# of land. Thus power plow¬ 
ing had Its beginning. From this, too, 
sprang custom plowing, an occupation 
now numbering many hundreds of men, 
with an Invested capital of several mil¬ 
lion dollars. These men do not own 
the farms upon which they work, but 
plow them with thoir specially made 
outilts for so much an acre. 

An up-to-dato outAt or rig costs 14.- 
000 and consists of a twenty or thirty 
norse-pos'er traction engine and a se¬ 
ries of plug's, usually In group.a of ten, 
twelve or fourteen, called "bottoms." 
They are rated as ten. twelve or four- 
teen-bottom gang, according to iheir 
nut7»ber. are attached to an angling 
platform on w'heele and arranged In 
pairs dlogofialty along the back, with 
each pair sllrhtly in advance of the 
other, levers are attached to all so 
that they may be raised or lowered at 
discretion. When going from one Aeld 
to another the plows are elevated. With 
this outAt the engineer or ou*ner goes 
forth and breaks up the soli at from 
$3 to 95 an acre, according to the 
character of the land. If It be nea* 
more U charged; If old. leas. The 
farmer In both cases furnishes the 
coal. 

In appearance the traction engine re- 
semblett the ordinary one seen during 
the threahing season in Illinois, only It 
U larger, with exaggerated bark wheels. 
They travel at the rate of two miles 
an hour over even ground, and can 
turn under iwenty-Ave to thirty acres 
dally. From Ave to seven Inches Is the 
dupth of the furrow. 

The question naturally arises, how 
can a couple of men manipulate so 
many plcwa. together with a steam en¬ 
gine. and how. tw>. can the comers 
of the Held be turned. This Is easily 
explained, a# by the use of the lever 
attached to each plow they may be 
throu'n out of or in gear In a moment's 
notice, in turning oornem the tongue 
or coupling between the engine and 
the gang is so w'orked that it goes ahead 
while the trxc'or makes the curve, then 
at the proper time It turns, loo, there¬ 
by making . a continuous furrow. It 
Is operated much the same way as an 
aerial Are truck. 

CNistom plowing does not last the 
year around, though, but that matters 
little. For by simply unshipping the 
gang plow from the tractor the latter 
may be us^d for throchlng. road work¬ 
ing and In th< winter time for haul¬ 
ing. In Iowa, for Instance. It hauls 
com for mllee from rrtb to elevator 
and from the country to railroad points, 
in fact there la employment to be 
found all the thne. and when the^

Is ft not possible that, beside de¬ 
priving the c«»mmunlly of one of Its mos^ 
useful Bcrv’ants, he ts also denying to 
himself the richest rea'ards of a consc- 
crat*^ life? Dr. Mrllvalne enjoys pecu¬ 
liar gifts and unusual fxiwera Though 
he be 91. which to some seems "ag*^," ne 
is one of the very best preachers of the 
Word In this great city—a man noted 
far and wide for his Intellectuality, hit 
eloquence, his brood sympathies and hit 
piety. Then. too. he Is beloved bv hit 
do4*k, distinguished In Ills church at large 
snd honored generally by members of 
other denominations. His ten years* In¬ 
cumbency at Calvary hos b«ren abundant¬ 
ly blesae*!, both In material achievements 
of the parish and In spiritual growth. 
Hence, while conceding that he knows 
his own mind 1>eet. and Is better quallAed 
to determine what direction his future 
courve shall take than any newspaper 
can be.

know just where to look and bow to gain 
entrance, he may And that such a cere- . 
mony Is not so foreign to New York as It 
would appear, that it has become one of 
the senii-naturaltsed Institutions that 
abound in the city, aa^'e the New York 
Sun. 

If he knows where to look and how to 
entrance he w'iil repair to a certain 
Greek church In a certain locality of the 
upper kiast Side on a Sunday afternoo.>.

Experiment* re. enlJy made at Tortuga^ 
show that ft*he* have tho faculty of re¬ 
membering for at least twenty-four haur.». 
Tl^e fish Studied at Tortuga* are gray 
iwrch, whose favorite foud is ihe litUa sil¬ 
ver tai^line. The experimenters painted 
some of the silver sardmes light red. then 
they offered them to iho gray |irrch mixed 
with Hie unpainietl sardine^. The perch 
snatched the silvtr saiMines and ate them, 
then very deliberately and cautiously they 
nlbblad at li»e painted sardmes. Findiitg 
ihfti the fish were ihe same, whetlier red 
or silver, they devoured the r(*tl nsh. 

Having given proof of their Inteil geucc, 
they wt-re |K?rmllted lo real twenty-four 
hours. The experimenters off^ed them 
*ilver ranllnes, sardlnrs painted red and 
fardlnes imlnled blue. The perch quickly 
devoured the stiver lish. then without an 
instant’s heailaCon they devoured the red 
fish. Finally, gliding cautiously up to the 
blue flah. they Look a bite and darted 
away A* the lastr wa* favorable they 
returned to the blue fisli, nibbled again, 
and devoured them. 

The experimenters then llrd sea ihls- 
ths lo the blue sardines The perch nih- 
bletl. then. dlJ'ngrt^eabl.v surprised, (faded 
away. For twenty-four nour-* not a n»U 
approached the painted blue fishes. They 
rememberrd the sen thistles But their 
memory is short, the day following again 
they snatched th« blue fish.

Plaudit. Uie sire of King James, and Og¬ 
den. the lire of Sir Martin, Fayette and 
Stokes, says the New Y'ork Telegraph. 

St Simon, the tire of Planudes, was. 
as everyone knoft s, a son of Galpln and 
8 l Angela, by King Toth. St. Angela’s 
dam was Adeline, by Ion. lyinely, the 
dam of Planudes. was a daughter of Her¬ 
mit and Annonyma. by 8t(>ckftell, l>»nely’s 
second dam ftaa Mis* Sarah, by Don John. 
Lonely ■ft'on six races as a 2-year-old. 
and. although she did not start at 3 In th* 
Tbouoand Guineas, she won the Oaks and 
was placed In the Pa^me and St l«eger, 
which races were won by the Master Kil¬ 
dare stallion 5telton. sire of Bysonby and 
of MeltonUn. 

tTdwanl Corrigan raced Planudes In 
Great Britain and brought him to this 
country, ’fhe St. Simon stallloa was not s 
great racehorse It I* not recorded that he 
won such British classics as the Derby and 
Two Thousand Guineas when he tvm* a I- 

g ear-old. If Planudes had lieen a Derby 
orgi^ It Is Improbable that bMward CMr- 
rigmn would ever have owned him or that 
he would be at Hamburg Place to-day.

But that he was a useful rsmpalgner 
no one familiar with his record will un- 
dertoke to deny. lie sv'on the Molyneux 
Stakev nt Ikverpoot. the Trial Plats at 
N<-wmarket and the Walton Plate at 
Epsom. 

He did not nm hereabouta after Mr. 
Corrigan brought him to this conntry be¬ 
cause that inicuient sportsman has not 
been permitted lo race his horses In the 
East fine© he foolishly tried to put the 
Cooney Island Jockey Club out of buslnt 
In th*' famous Huron case.

8er\*lce Is a full brother to Waldo, j 
None of these horses made any such 
reputation as a 2-year-old as Waldo 
car\cd out for himself last year by de¬ 
feating Bft-eep In the Saratoga Special 
ond Grasmere and Dalmation In the Fist- 
bush at Sheeushead Bay. And it Is highly 
likely that Waldo will be a better 3-year- 
old than .Mt-elirk was. Mr. Harrloon's 
Mtout coil, who 1» from the Hltnyar mare 
Bolama. which William Astor CTluuiler 
took to France last season, lo faster tlutn 
Mrelick ever was. and he acts like a route 
traveler.

Besides Leading Eleven He Must Fill Responsible Position 
of His Own—Need of Faster Brain and Good 
Generalship.

O UlCKER than a lightning fiash. 

steadier than Gibraltar, cooler 
than that section over which 
Peary and Cook are having 
their bitter fight, must be the 
brain of the quarterback. 

The football season just ended jhowa 
that for tills post is required the fastest 
brain called tor by any kind of sport. 

it atftays did take a luan of good brain 
capacity to act as the general In the 
gridiron battle, hut with the burden im¬ 
posed by the new rule* it takes almost 
a j^ulus to make good. 

The new rules eliminated the old plung¬ 
ing game, adiere victory was only a 
matter of weight. They put a premium 
on the open game, on tricks, on oil sorts 
of Mudden surprise*, and since the origin 
of each play must come from the quar¬ 
terback, since he must decide It and make 
the beginning, it I* In evidence that he 
must have pretty high-class gray matter 
in order to be successful. 

It might be argued that other sports 
call for quick thiqking. The tennis play¬ 
er must be oa the alert, but his agility 
is less of the mind than of the hand or 
foot. The gome Is played stroke by 
stroke: he doesn't have to think so tur 
ahead. 

For Ihe catcher In the baseball game a 
strong argument might also be miule, for 
he I* the prototype of the quarterback, 
he directs the pla>' for hla side, the tac¬ 
tics come from him, sfaJ he must not 
only decide what he will do, but he must 
have a pretty keen Idea as to what the 
other side Is likely to attempt. 

The Jockey or driver must keep his 
head at all times and must exactly know 
what he Is doing si all itagea of the race. 
The coxswain In a rofting contest Is an¬ 
other thinker who must watch a situation 
closely, but none of these Is called upon 
fur Ihe lightning-quick decisions that ore 
Imposed upon the quarterback.

Must Be a General. 


He not only must play the general, but 
he has a vitally Imporunt position to fill 
himself, and any fall down In either of 
his functions means the certainty of de¬ 
feat for his eleven. 

In Ihe planning for a football season It 
Is 10 the quarterback that the cooohe* 


direct most of their a rrly attention 
Bometlmes he is also the captain. Then 
still further Is his burden Increased. 

When plans are being 1 aid for the cam¬ 
paign It la the quartern rk who is taken 
into the conference. He must know the 
system. He must be moater of every 
variety of play that has been work*!d out 
by the coaches and lnt).*ust**d to him for 
(execution. 

It la his digy to study* his men. to know 
their speed, their nerve, their coolneex 
under fire, and to uivlnrstand thoroughb 
just ft’hat kind of work can be exacted 
of (Htch mtunber of the eleven. 

He must also aaosrtaln before each 
contest tho physical condition of ever\’ 
miui, whether each m likely to be able 
to play the game thiough, and be strong 
at the flnlah, for th(< ulayvr who is likely 
to weaken at a cHtlrml moment can 
break up the best anmoged plan of 
battle. 

He must watch III 0 * a hawk the other 
quarterback. Ho must discern almost bv 
instinct tl^ place at whUrh the ball will 
be directed. He must be able to tell hi« 
oftrn men how to frustrate It. 

In the case of kteka he hoa to he able 
to make the catch with the oppoiltloii 
ends coming down on him at top speetl 
and ready to throw him the Instant the 
ball touches his h^nda When he make* 
the catch he muwt he In a po.eltlon to get 
under w'ay the instant ft has settlitd In 
hla arma

And when It hacppena that one of th^ 
opposing players gets through the line 
he Is responalble for a most vital tackle, 
for he Is the Iasi man to guard the goal, 
and should the runner get by him It \i.

28 1-6 and 4-6, were made on the Flor- 
1<U beach, which ©xtonds from Ormond to 
Mosquito Inlet, fifteen miles, and (4*111011 
saves a stretch of level Oand as hard as 
adamant, and yet as level as a billiard 
table, and anywhere from 290 to Art feet 
wide at low tide. 

The toumamenfs Imve been largely 
financed by the people of Ormond and 
Daytona, and prizes donated. The raising 
of money has become harder each year, 
and the glory of the 19of. 193 and liMitf 
tournament has largely departed, due 
chiefly to a lack of support by chose who 
have benefited by the toomomenu. Mr. 
Morgan says;

WILL NOT ABANDON FOOTBALL CAME 

AT THE GOVERNMENT INSTITCTIONS 


Naval Authorities Think Certain Reforms Are Necessary— 
Players Should Be Given More Jh'otection. 


D KSPI'TE the two accidents at the 
Oorernment Institutions—one re¬ 
sulting In the death of Cadet 
Byrne, of West Point, and the 
other In (ho serious injury of Midshipman 
Earl Wilson—the naval officials do not 
entertain the slightest thought of aban¬ 
doning football. 

Football is upheld as a ihanly Amer¬ 
ican sport, but ever>*one feels that some¬ 
thing must be done In the framing of 
the rules to aid In protecting a player 
from Injury. Capt. John B, Bowyer, 
superintendent of the Naval Academy, 
la an anient aupporter of the game, and 
he haa expressed the opinion that It 
should be retained on account of the 
training it gives In self-reliance, self- 
oontroU sslf-subservlence to team work, 
physical de%'elopment. alertness, and loy¬ 
alty to a common cause. 

In giving hls vl^w on the game Copt. 
Bowyer suggests four charigvs wbU'b he 
believea would lessen the danger of ssrt- 
ous accident, (he first of which Is tho 
abolition of tackling below the wolsL 
In Ibis connection, he says, Ihe pres¬ 
ent low tackling causes many head and 
nerk Injuries, but If there was a rule 
enforced providing for higher tackling 
there would probably be more long runs 
and more scoring, at the same time les¬ 
sening the danger of accident. 

It wUl be recalled that It was .a low- 
flying tackle that fracturtd the neck 6f 
Midshipman Wilson, causing the par¬ 
alysis. 

Capt. Bowyer would also abolish the 
on-slde kick. He points out that In this 
play the bail stiikes the ground and often 
results in several players diving head¬ 
long for It. thus giving rise to Injuries of 
a serious nature,

While not 
particularly Impressed w*Kh this sQ^ls of 
playing the gome, LleUL BerHen thinks 
that Uiere Is one thing deserving of ee- 
Hotts cunsIdenOion by the rules commit¬ 
tee. and that is the prevention of inter¬ 
ference with a player receiving ths hall 
after a kick. 

I'nder ths Canadian rule a player la 
not allowed to approach within a range 
of three yards or a player of the op- 
poatng team while receivinf the boil from 
a punt, and he holds this to be good 
one. Lieut. Berrien's suggestion along 
this line Is somewhat simitar to that ad¬ 
vanced by Capt. Bowyer In reference (o 
tne mterference with a player receiving a 
forward pass.

Comiskey laughed before he replied.

I didn’t stray away so f.^r. Just imagine 
an Imiiglnnn’ line stretched along the 
field wlitch keeps shrinking and snrlnk- 
ng.

Ttie surest sign In 
world. 

*Yo be a good flmt kuiseman then# dsys 
you must have a lot of fieppej* and go 
about you. Marvelous one-handed stohs 
snd all that Isn't so much as gutting 
way out and hack and getting those 
grounders that would let a man get on 
base. They’re the kind of balls that do 
the damage. A spertmcular atop general¬ 
ly means a poor throw by an InflelrtcT. 
First basemrn are suppos<^ to get that 
kind, but to cover his position like a 
shortstop ts tho kind of men you want 
on your team, and 1 want on mine.” 

Thes*^ remarks came from a dlaroverer 
and one of the greatest ftnit basemen of 
all time. And the listeners reallmed that 
they had learned something worth re¬ 
membering.

Ted Bulllvan, whose latest plan of form¬ 
ing an employment bureau for supplying 
teams with players just a* you would 
hire a rook. Is prouder of ’’disoovertng**

tell how he oaw pcoMilbllitle* In “Commy” 
when both wer* college students togeth¬ 
er. and how he was Inairumeniol In 
bringing him out. Comiskey has been 
hts beat friend ever slfH*o, and relies a 
lot on what Ted baa to say In regard to 
young ballplayers. Sullivan ts not what 
Is g^»n»rrally called a “srout” and resents 
the word, but he acts as adviser to Com- 
Ixkoy. 

When there are any Kouihem trips to 
be laid out for tho White Sox It is Sul¬ 
livan who maps out the route and go** 
over It beforMiend. It wns he who blax'td 
the trail down Into Mexico some years 
ago. When the Ho.x tje<Hl new matertai 
Ted always comes to bat with the 
■’goods.” This fticndehlp of the two rono 
is one of th* fitnat things of the game. 
They have been closely associated thirty- 
five year*.

Consul Thomas H. Norton, of Chem- 
nits, furnlshee the folloa*ing Information 
concemlng the German Invention of a 
■suing vehicle fOr use on highways: 

Wtth ths Increased study of the wind 
ss a direct factor tn aiding locotnotkin 
in the air tnventore have taken up sgaln 
the problem of utilising the wind for 
transportation by land. It Is true that 
early experlmetilB with horeelesa ‘vehicles 
Included sail wagons as well as eteem 
wagono. but both at the time failed to 
promise sny measure of prmctloal utility. 
In th«^ days of light construction, rub¬ 
ber tires, bail bearings, snd. above all. 
of smooth, solid roads, the conditions are 
totally changed 

The feasl)>lllty of sailing easily over the 
froxen sunfacro of rivers end lakes has 
tong been recognised and utilised, and it 
would now appear as if the wind can 
render helpful service to some extent In 
connection with locomotion over normal 
rrmds A German Inventor has perfect<«d 
and patented a simple sail vehicle wnlch 
makes fair progrese over good roads and 
acjnss sandy stretches, such as a sea 
beach. The dominating features in the 
conatrucUon are lightness and effective 
steering facilities 

The present form is a light framework 
supporting a sadtUe and a mast for the 
sail, and resting upon four wheels, one 
wheel on either side and one before and 
one behind. Tha two latter are of a 
larger diameter than the former, and all 
are far apart, ss Is the practice with 
automobile wheels. 

Tlie chief peculiarity In the den'loe is 
the connocllon of the wheels with one 
another. The rear a’heei and the right 
■ Ids wheel are rigidly connected together, 
and the same la the case with the front 
w'heel and the left side wheel. The two 
connecting bars aro Joined with each 
other by meana of an axle or crossbar, 
the attachment at etcch end being of a 
hinged type. 

A person Bitting on the saddle rests hla 
feet on this transverse axle, and by eult- 
sble pressure can alter at once the rela¬ 
tion of the wheels to the nrnln sxla of 
the framework. This arrangement fur¬ 
thermore leavee his hands completely free 
for adjusting the poeltion of the sail or 
using s brake. 

The whole device lias a certain light¬ 
ness and elegance wMch will appeal prob¬ 
ably at flrst to the lover of sport. Con¬ 
tests of ep^ wlU Involve but little of 
the danger acconvpanylng competition 
with c\'rlee or automobiles, but will af¬ 
ford play rather for the quickness and 
deftnees required of tho “mariner” In 
utlllalng to the utmost the surrounding 
atmoephezV oonditlona 

Experiments made with the new %’o- 
hlclo on smooth roads give good promise 
of lu avallahlUty. especially tn tint re¬ 
gions. where no serious grades are lo be 
encounteroA 


N otre dame univer 8 itt ’8 
eleven Is given the football 
championship of the Wegi by 
E. C. Patterson, who has picked 
an all-Weetem eleven. In the current 
number of ColUer'e Weakly. Mr. Pat¬ 
terson glvee the Hooelem the big prise 
after an exhaustive examination of the 
eligibility of several of the Notre Dame 
players. As a coiioequence, Dolan and 
Phllbrook, of Notre Dame, are given 
places on the all-star aggregation. 

“Few of any of thoee who control the 
destlnlee of foolbail in the West were 
willing to concede that Notre Dame won 
the Western champlonehlp. even though 
the Notre Dame eleven flnlshed the sea¬ 
son without defeaL kThlle they whipped 
Michigan, the contjuerer of Minnesota ’ 
says Mr. Patterson in introducing the 
subject. Then he goes on to say: 

”Maybe the cause of this law in sus¬ 
picions which often found vent In the 
news columns that Notre Dame’s eligi¬ 
bility code was not strict enough; It was 
declared by football Clitics that Notre 
Dame cared little or nothing for 
eligibility code. This waa a feeling whlcn 
seomi^ to be shared pretty generally 
throughout the West. Had Notre Dame 
been a member of the conference. In¬ 
vestigation of all susptclona would in¬

the bad eminence. Cigarettes were 
known In England before 1856. when 
the Duke of Buccleuch is said to have 
Introduced them here, Mr. A. Penn. 
In *'The Soverane Herbe.** says that 
many of our military and naval officers 
during the Crimean War adopted this 
mode of smoking, and. on their return, 
the cigarette became fashionable among 
clubmen and In the higher circles. And 
even before the war there was a cigar¬ 
ette merchant named Theodorldl esiab- 
llahed In Great Wincherrer building, E. 
C. The cheapest cigarettes In those 
days were retailed at twelve a ahllling 
(24 cents), and the>' were Invariably 
■old wkh card mouthpieces and in pic¬ 
tured boxes of gaudy design. 'These 
mouthpieces were soon discarded by 
tips made of various substances, such 
as glass, silk. web. silver, amber, cork 
and gold, the last and moot popular 
variety being put on the market in 1891 
The cigarettes you buy In Ruxsia are 
still usually half cardboard, and give 
but three minutes* smoking.

In Msseiichusetts, they might liave un- 
dorstood how sJie lived ’’without visible 
means of 8u|Jp<^rt.” 

Ehccepl for the direct Interrentlon of 
a devoted friend of the young woman’s 
father, who was not politically powerful, 
she w ould have been arrcNited and placed 
In Jail. The forbearance was due to 
the prompt and sturdy efforts of a sec¬

This 
woman, of large wealth,»virtually be¬ 
came bondswoman for the suspect, en¬ 
tirely unknown to the beneficiary 

A few weeks later the .lustiect hod nn 
offer to accompany some friends on a 
trip around the world. She accepted 
greedily. Eun>pe had always been a 
dream to her. 

8ho went to Paris and had a delight¬ 
ful two months, at the end of which 
time she began eelllng gifts and trlnk- 
Tets at pawniigiop*. This was startling, 

I even to those who believed her guiltless 
of wrongdoing, fihe finally croeoed %he 
Eastern hemisphere. Not until she hod 
been gone six months did the Senator** 
wife find her necklace among a bundle 
of cast-off clothing In a cedar trunk. A 
hook upon the necklace was rseponslble 
for the supi»oBed theft 

Did this Senator’s wife print a card 
In the newspapers, admitting the re¬ 
covery of the mlSHlng Jewel? Not on 
your Ilf*! 8)ie liked mystery; »«> long 
as nobody's integrity was ImpugmK), ex- 
cept an unattached woman’s, she didn’t 
e msider the affair her business. 

Only when a mutual friend learned of 
the finding of the supposed lost Jew'els 
and went to the Senator's wife in hot 
haste to In^st upon a public announce¬ 
ment that the necklace never had been 
stolen w’os the fact made public. 

1 doubt if vindication hs* overtaken 
suspicion in this remarkable case, al¬ 
though the complete Innocence of the 
young woman Is conceded.

The flnit r«Hiu latte for marketing la a 
market basket, for there are no deliv¬ 
ery wagons In Chinatown. The bas¬ 
kets may be procured at aim<«at any of 
the flhopa They are squatty, round 
affaiTH, w'ith high, square l^idl^ paint¬ 
ed red and splint bottoms like old- 
fashioned chair seats, and they coat 
about a dollar. 

The shops are all small and over¬ 
crowded w ith stock, for which no coun. 
tera are used, because the goods are 
ail sold from deep pans, baskets, boxes 
and bins. The w indows are devoted to 
the display of green things, and they 
are piled high almost to the exclusion 
of the daylight, giving the tiny Interior 
a gloonty and mysterious appearance. 
'The strange scufTlng of the niarket- 
man‘8 sandals as he moves dellbcraiety 
about filling an order adds another 
sort of weird suggestion to tlie place. 

In the summer the green goods are 
raised on farms run by Chinamen just 
outside lA>ng Island CUy, but at this 
season most of the things are raised in 
tho Sourth.

#if>macha and bladders. Must sauaago is 
made of pork, allhough bevf. horse and 
mule meat piutton. goose and giAne liver, 
and sumeiimes even fowls, fish and crabs 
are used,

only smoked; cooked luiuMiges; txHiked- 
mnat sausages; bralwiMiratr^ which are 
friM in a pan or bixHied; bruehwurrsta, 
wiiich are smoked and then boiled fur a 
Sl.urt lime before eating, and frankfurter 
and winner wueroir. which arc wuU 
known In the United 8tntca 


The romanco of the fisherman la a 
story of aucceiis. It i« the story of nan 
pitting hla strength and skill against 
the forcos of Nature and the tnsLlncts 
of one of her creatures. Oocaslonallj’, 
the cpoaturea evade the contrivances 
set for their dealr^cilon, says a Port¬ 
land (Ore.) correspondent of the Chi¬ 
cago Evening Poet, telling of the eal- 
mofi flsheiiee of the Northwest. 

There are three methods of rtshlng 
on the Columbia. Two are in vogue at 
the mouth of the river, and one on the 
upper river. At the mouth, seines, nets 
and traps constitute the means of en¬ 
ticing U»e wlli*. dellcioiis salmon from 
his native element. At Astoria any 
morning or evening one sees the en- j 
tire bay studded with small fishing 
boats, equipped with leg o' mutton 
sails and headed in all dirertlons. some 
for the bar, some for the various parts 
of the channel. 

Their huge nets, hundreds of feet 
long, are set and handled In the face of 
biting winds and despite the angry 
clutching of the waves. But 
with the tide they have their intervals 
of real, and when the day or the night 
Is done they have laege reward for 
their heavy toll In the forty, fifty and 
sixty-pound captives that lie glistening 
in the b4 ttoms of their boats. 

Of latA* years the “xlll velters** of the 
lower Columbia have been growing i 
bolder and bolder. Each year ha* seen 
them taking their lives In their hands 
and encroaching more and more upon 
the sacred precincts of the bar, until 
now* thoy tire rishfng practically on the 
bar and even beyond. More danger, 
truly, hut more fish and more money. 

The fish traps are operated mostly by 
the cannery men. They consist of nets 
so arranged that it is easy for the (Ish 
to enter, but Impossible for them to 
escape, The nets are placed in those 
parts of tho river, except tho main 
channel, w'here from experience tho 
fisherman knows the salmon travel on 
their way up strtum. A long "load,*' 
or wing, extend* outwanl and dourn the 
current, so that when the flah strike 
this they will. In tr>*lng to avoid the 
meshes but still going against the cur¬ 
rent, be led into the trap.

Fish-Wheel Used. 


The advantage of the machine \n that 
It can do the work of a crew of fifteen 
Chinese butchers. It Is better adapted 
to small than to large fl.oh. and this Is 
the reason that on Puget Soundt where 
the sockeye salmon is.caught in large 
nianbera, the "Iron chink" is generally 
used. But on the Colunvbki, where the 
large royal Chinook conHiltutes the 
greater pari of the catch, the work is 
done by hand. 

As ho leaves the butcher's block the 
ikiimon is plunged into his first bath of 
clear, running wnlct. where he I? 
scrubbed until he shines. Then, 
dressed nnd clouned. he is-passed under 
the gang Knives and cut Into the prop¬ 
er shape for the can. and from there 
In freshly washed recf-ptacles he If 
taken to the filling tabic*. 

Here the pink flesh Is put Into the 
scalded cans, which arc then placed on 
a carrier and sent to the crimping ma¬ 
chine. A* they pass through this, the 
cans are scrubbed until they *hlne— 
steam being used In the w'aehing. Here, 
after machinery docs all the work. 
The nib*<l and topped cans slide down 
an incline through a machine which 
solders them. Tlien they are ollow’ed 
to cool. As soon as they are c;>ol they 
are placed In a retort and given a hod 
bath for thirty minutes. Then they 
are ventc^d and oil go* and surplus heal 
allowed to escape. 

They are again seaJed and placed In 
a steam retort at a temperature of 240 
degrees and a pressure of fifteen 
pound* to the Inch. For an hour and a 
quarter the earn* are kept In this re¬ 
tort, FYoni the retorts the>' go to the 
warehouses, where a process of gradual 
cooling Is gone through. Nvxl come* 
the lacquering and labeling by machin- 
er>*. And finally there Is the boxing or 
casing. 

‘‘SAHULB” A SYRIAN GOODY. 

(.N>w York Sun.) 

This is the sahisb season in the S>'rian 
quarter. Sahlub Is Uie oold wfather dish 
for the Syrian, just a* buckwheat cakes 
and sausaxes ero the cold weather break- 
fast dish In America. In order to enjoy 
it many a Syrian merchant passes hU 
breRkfaat at home, telling M.s wife a* 
an excuse that h« does not wish to disturb 
her hearty sleep In the early morning, 
but tho real reason umlerlyinx hi* Imstv 
der»arture Is that he cannot enjoy the 
luxuD' of sahlab at home, because the 
preparation of the dish Involves so careful 
a mlxttire of Ingredients and takes so 
much time to coede that no woman can 
prepare h in the morning. 

Sahloh Is made mainly of milk sweet¬ 
ened with sugar and perfumed with rose 
water. A little starch Is addel wtren the 
milk is brought to a boiling point, thereby 
giving the fiuJd a thick form. A coating 
of pulverized cinnamon la spread over 
it when served, and when a sprinkling 


of pine seeds Is added the dish la rendered 
still more delicious. 

A little man Jn the gyrlaji quarter 
jnakee it a trade to serve sahlab to the 
r.Torehanu among bis countrj'men at the 
setting in t*f cold weather. Hr meets 
with no competition in this business. 

Tilt* little man goes about the ntreets 
of the quarter every morning cr>'ing his 
sahlab in a shrill, singsong voice. In 
ills left hand he carries a Urge tin kettle 
under which smolders a firs. In it is 
sahlab for the Syrian merciiants for the 
day. On his right arm he carries a pail 
full of cup* and saurers. leaving the band 
free to make a rattling music with sevenM 
small MrceUIn dishes which he mantp- 
uloie* between his finger*. 

Evety morning nowadays between 
the hours of 7 and 10 the little man may 
be seen In the Syrian quarter coming 
out of one plat-e and going Into another, 
and there i«n be no mirake os to hit 
MentJtv. for hU cries fill the air and In¬ 
variably awaken ihe late sleepers just 
ss the ringing chnnts of the mueaxin on 
tite mlnoret of the n>osque in any one of 
the towns of the Bast Inhabliect by Mo- 
rammednns arouses the believers from 
slumber In the early morn. Tho sahlab 
man always meets hU customer with a 
iHeaeani emlle. 

"Naharuk Said, SaiJdy.** he say*, mean¬ 
ing "A happy day to you. master*' To 
which the customer replies; “And a still 
happter day to yuu, O son of my uncle. 
Hew is your sahlab to-day? It must be 
good." 

•‘.A more delicious preparation of sahlab 
cannot be found even In Beirut," pro¬ 
tests the little min. and he loses not time 
In pouring out a cup of the hot fluid, 
which he rands wrth on Oriental bow to 
the customer. 

Then the eahlah vendor undertake* to 
cheer hi* customer with conversation, 
often making such humorous remarks, of 
which he haa niany In store for such an 
occasion, that the merchant just as often 
takes of the hoi fluid particularly un- 
corfortable imlps. 

On departing the sahlab seller ven¬ 
tures tho remark: ‘'.May It please Allah 
that you erijoyeO the sahlab 

"More than my feehh* tongue can ex¬ 
press U." replies the merchant. 

"Then U shall be the duty of your hum¬ 
ble servant to call on you to-morrow" 

•*The morrow belongs to God. Man 
thinketh arul tlod doth that which ap- 

C eureth best in His sight. 1 may be dead 
y to-mornyw." 

"Tell me. then, where you shall be 
buried and 1 will see that you shall be 
regularly suopHed. My sahlab. O my 
master, is ftie bast trrovision and you 
should not mis* K or the long Journey." 

The llille man's remark may *eem 
mtesque. but It Isn’t. The Mohamme¬ 
dan* have a custom of laying food on the 
grates of their dead a# provisions for 
their journey. The sahlab vendor In 
Washington street knows thki from hav¬ 
ing lived once on Beirut and mingled 
with the Mohammedans, and even thougli 
all Syrians In New York are ChrlstUns 
the little man trusts his Jeat will be un¬ 
derstood 


I The bln* and shelves are filled with 
; the dried edibles such as niushrooma, 
diii*d fish, wstar chestnuts and a few 
dried vegetablea Hangring from the 
lines overhead £Lre guanlilies of dried 
ducks that have been split down the 
btudt and dried and smoked w’hole. 
They are considered (]ulte a delicacy. 
There are also dried Hying fish and 
atrip* of bacon all cooked and polled 
neatly around bajnboo splints. 

A pig that has been ronated whole Is 
oiwaya hung In stock and Is cut up 
and sold as tho customer desires. On 
the chopping block Is a supply of fresh 
hams, pigs' feet and other pork prod¬ 
uct*, as * It seem* to be the favorite 
meat of CThinatown. 

In the pan* ure Imported shrimp, 
some shelled and sugar-cured, others 
simply shelled n.nd dried, while the 
third variety is simply saated In the 
Rhell. 

In the center of the shop, and occu- 
P)ing moa; of the avall.'ible standing 
room Is an upright post with two large 
hoqps fastened at the top by bamboo 
thongs. Prom the hoop.* depend hun¬ 
dreds of little candles about the size 
of a lead pencil. They are made of fat, 
then dlpi^ In melted lard and are 
hung the hoops to dry and harden. 
They are sold to the Chinese for use 
In the joss houses. 

Se\*era| kegs of odd w'orkmonshlp 
stand against the wall. They hold the 
sauce that Is use<l In chop sniey. Among 
the vegetables in the window’s are Chi¬ 
nese r»otau»e.s. w'hich have a skin the 
color of sweet potatoes and are inclined 
to be pithy in the center. The Chinese 
cabbages head up much more loosely 
than other cabbages and have more of 
a herb flavor when coc^ked.

raihrr thuii add them to their list of 
.av^lluhh; salads. 

"Elephants' trunks" look ar If they 
might well pose as the ancestors of 
Amf-riesn b«.*<*ui, and are cy>oke<l and 
‘•sed In much the same way. There 
i* a peculiar sort of lettuce, with an 
unpronounceable name os well as a 
most unhappy taste, that I* very |>op- 
iilar among the Chinese for boiling with 
Ihe dried fish. The water spraut looks 
like chicory salad would look cut Into 
small piece* in bast’et*. It I* used In 
almo*t all Chine*© sauces and Is crisp, 
with a slightly biller flavor. The w*;.- 
ter chestnuts are aUo a staple article. 
They may be pared and eatdh raw or 
they may be cooked with the favorite 
chicken and mushroom dish, cut fine 
and added to the rich brown gravy to 
which grated pineapple and the juice 
are also added.

Use Much Horseradish. 


A great deal of honieradlRh is used 
In their cooking, and it is sold in great 
quantities, while green peppers, onions 
and turnips are also much used In the 
Chinese cooking. Ginger root is pre. 
pared in several ways for cooking and 
It takes the place of pepper to a cer¬ 
tain extent. 

The sweets on the market are sugar 
cane, rice cakes and candles, preserved, 
sugared and dried fruits, ginger and 
flag roots. 

Tho beverages, besides the beloved 
lea, seem to be confined to tho rice 
wine and a few adopted American 
drinks. 

Perhaps the summertime is the most 
social time of year to market jn (Thlna- 
tow'n, when the shop doors stand hos¬ 
pitably open: still the fascination of the 
Orient casts its spell over the shopper 
even In the dull gray season, and be¬ 
fore stepping gark Into the everyday 
world with the curiously filled m:u*koi 
basket one fee!* like bowing before a 
shiine of Confucius to receive the an¬ 
cient Chinese blessing which seems 
most appropriate and run* ns follows; 
"Farew'ell, most fav'orod of Heaven. 
May the gods prefer\'e your honorable 
teeth."

Ths City of Louisville arrived In 
port early yesterday morning and will 
remain tied up untU to-morrow. The riv 
er U still full of ice and rlvermen fear a 
freeze up....The towboet J. B. Finley, 
with fifteen coaJboat* and six barges, is 
tied up at Ravenswood, O., and the Fai¬ 
lle. Sam Clarke and Valiant, with full 
towa are held up in the Big Kanawha 
River by lee.... Reporu from the Monon- 
gahela River last night said that for 
over 100 miles up the river Is frozen over 
with Ice five Inches thick. Navigation is 
tied up. Considerable coal loadetl In 
bargee la In the river and rlvermen do 
not think It will he shipped South until 
the latter fHirt of next month....The Lee 
Line boats are tied up on account of loe 
In the Mississippi—The Wonderland 
showboat has gone Into winter quarters 
In the mouth of Green River....Not a boat 
Is scheduled to leave port to-day. Navi¬ 
gation w'lll be reimmed to-morrow by most 
of the packets.

On the upper Columbia the flsh-w’heet 
Is tho principal means of rapture. It 
(TonslsU of a large wheel, which Is tum- 
«?d by the forci* of the current. Indeeti, 
It Is nothing more nor I©a« than a huge 
water wheel; only It dips up fl»h In¬ 
stead of water. The bottoms of its 
bucket* are made of heavy netting or 
tRr<en, so that the water may escape. 
Moreover these screens slope down to 
tho hub of the wheel. In order that the 
fish may slide into a receptacle, whence 
they are taken to the cannery. A long 
"lend," similar to that provided for the 
trap*, extends out from the bank, where 
the^e w'heels are genmally situated, and 
dc‘rt«?cts tho ralmon from the current 
into the w'heel. 

Thus, from the time they pass Into 
the river, the salmon are beset with ev¬ 
ery contrivance that the ingenuity of 
man can invent to accomplieh their 
capture. Tho w’onder is that any of 
thorn escape, but exu.mlnatlon of the 
Uolumbia andMts tributaries above the 
last whei‘1 show* that they arrive at 
tho spawning ground* by the thou¬ 
sands. 

The canning of waknon 1* interesting 
in the extreme. Haste I* the one thing 
that characterize* the process of han¬ 
dling the fish. They are delivered to 
the cannery In the prime of their con¬ 
dition. Fresh from the cool depth* of 
the ocean and rivers, fat from long 
feeding In preparation for the supreme 
function of their live*, they are juai 
tight for food purpose*. 

Tho first process Is the butchering. 
Hero the fish Is stripped of Itend. en¬ 
trails. tall and fins * Most of tho Co¬ 
lumbia River canm>rs have this W‘ork 
done by hand, and tho greatest care 
Is taken and the strictest watch Is 
k©pl to see that the pa* k I* cleanly. 
The larger canneries, however, are In¬ 
stalling the "Iron chink,” n machine 
which performs every function of tho

'For years New Orleans hod what Jack¬ 
sonville has to-day. The advertising that 
racing brought the Crescent City gave it 
the name of tl>e Capital C.Uy of the ilouth. 
Then came the.stren voice of fanatical re¬ 
form. which vToa at ttiat time sweeping 
over the country and which caused many 
Lrgtslatures to mistake the shriek of the 
seaiot for the resonant voice of the peo¬ 
ple. The goose that laid the golden egg 
was killed. For eighteen months New 
Orleans has been a*rlthJng under the 
scourge of It* own folly. With the legis¬ 
lative session still six monliui away, peti¬ 
tions are being circulated over ine city 
asking the Lc-tflelslure to permit racing. 
Tliey are headed by banker* and men of 
affair*, and It I* expected to get 20.000 
of the leading clttsens lo subscribe their 
names to them. Nortltern racing peofrie, 
however, ore becoming so enamored of 
J.icksnnTlUe that even If racing was re¬ 
sumed Jn New Orleans they would stlH 
come here. 

Thera is another point which seems lo 
have been overlooked by many. Most of 
the grrut Newt hern paper* have special 
corre^ondents here, w'ho are sending ar¬ 
ticles away each night Jacksonville Is 


to-day where It had inches before Moo- 
crolf Park wos built. It is a conserva¬ 
tive estimate tiiat 150.OOO words are sent 
out from here each night. That does not 
Include the Asaociated Press accounts 
that reach all the great papers.
